After more than two hours of 
exhaustive debate Wednesday 
nighl con^pouided by cmfUsion at 
parliamentary procedure. Student 
Senate voted to tentatively place 
14,7^-90 in reserve lor KSOB-FM 
provided the student- opera ted 
radio station proves its vaiue to 
the ahident body. 

The amendment states that 
senate would "establi^ a com- 
mittee toaaaialand advlae K8DB- 
FM student radio station on 
student desires on programming 
of tile alatiiMi," 

^ THE COMMITTEE would 
consist of three students selected 
by the student body president, two 
Student Senate representatives 
and three representatives from 
the KSDB-FM stiident staff. The 
senate vice chairman would 
preside over the meeting and act 
as an ex-of ficio member 

The committee is then to report 
back to aenate on programming 
and progress of the station. The 
$4,775.90 tentative allocation 
would stay in reserve until the 
committee has determined the 
station's usefulness to the student 
body. 

The station, coming up t>efore 
senate at 1 a.m., had originally 
asked for 99,097.90 Of student fees, 

a $3,800 increase from fMOate'S 

cdlucatiuii Last year. 

THE REQUEST included 
$2,643.60 for the salary erf a non- 
student engineer required for 
KSDB-FM by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission; $485 to 
pay a student to make FCC 
required log records; $620 for 
audio bnes to ttie Union Catskeller 
and the auditornim to enable tbe 
staticm to broadcast live per- 
formance; $1,120 for a United 



Press International 
audio service; and 
weather wire sovioe. 

Finance Committee earlier 
recommended to allonte no ftmdi 
to the radio station. 

The question cf KSDB-FRTs 
effectiveness was the source of 
most of the two-hour debate, with 
senat<N^ calling it an educatimial 
tool and station representatives 
insisting that it provides an im- 
portant service to die ntfre 
student body. 

KSDB-FM EXISTS for studento 
majoring in broadcasting, but also 
is a reapooeible radio station and 
must serve students, said Bob 
Fiddler. KSDBm laetiUy ad- 
visor. 

He argued it is good that 
students receive credit for 
working at KSDB in that the 
student slaff is required to have at 
least one course in broadcasting 
and are qualified to operate the 
station. 

The station, he said, is caught in 
a "mediocre syndrome" as funds 
for further programming 
decrease even, year, Program- 
mii^ will not improve until funds 
are made availi^le for it, be sakl. 

"What we're doing ^ funding 
some people so they can go out 
into the world and get a good job," 
Kurt Lindahl, senate chairman, 
argued, urging senators to vote 
against funding RSDB. 

SENATORS ALSO ARGUED 

thai KSDB-FM is duplicating 
efforts m providing entertainment 
for the student body as there are 
otlier radio stations in the area. 

Richard Baker, KSDB-FM 
station manager, however, 
believes KSDB-FM is the only 
station concerned with servmg the 
student body. 

Senate earlier in the evening

A government prosecutor explained that there 
was *'no deliberate and conscious attempt to 
withhold tliia material/* He said tt bad just gotten 
lost In a '*moiintaln" of aedvt pagieis. 

TOKYO ~ Thiee million railway employes and 
other workers began a spring labor walkout, 
plunging Japan into one of the worst tansport 
snarls in its history. 

Transport Mini^ry officials said about i8.S 
million commuters and other passengers 
throughout the country would be affected by the 
strike.

HONOLULU— An eartti^iake registering 6.0 on

In Hilo. the largest city on Hawaii Island with a 
population of 26,000, a frame building coUapsed, 
pinning a man Inside briefly. Ihe man was 
hospitalized with a broken leg, authorities said. 

Several radio stations on Hkwaii Island were 
knocked off the air, and the island's mayor, 
Shunichi Kimura, declared a state of emergency. 

BOSTON — A two-year study of 12 major 

teaching hospitals across the country strongly 
indicates that using oral contraceptives may lead 
to strokes in women of cliild-bearing age. 

The study puMistied Thursday in the New 
England Journal of Medicine, was co(»dinated by 
Duke University Medical Center. The cooperative 
project is known as the Collaborative Group for the 
Study of Stroke in Young Women. 

While there has been previous evklence con- 
necting strokes and the use of oral contra ceptlvea, 
the new study offers the most conclusive and 
comprehensive date on the risk to date.

The conpulsory mUituy draft finally has become 
a turned page in our history. I doubt there are many 
who are sorry to see it go. Even the Army probabfy is 
happy to be done with the discipline problems 
created by those who were dragged in, kicking and 
screaming aD the way. 

In solving the probleoascrMited by the draft, a new 
question is created: Hov wU Ae U.S. provide the 
manpower necessary to Miil an armed force 
commeaninte with iti iKwlttai M leader of the f fee 
world? 

The end oCnie ^tnam war, or at teast our direct 
participation, and the enunciation of the Nixon 
Doctrine do not cancel treaty obligations or 
eliminate tlie threat of aggression against our allies. 
Further, there is a ccntinuiog need for the 
psychological effect of a uDtforraed Amaricaa 
in 



ARMY ATTEMPfS fa modernise (felax 

discipline) created more gmblems than they solved. 
Pay increases apparent^ have not been sufficient to 
attract enough talented people. Sometfafeag dse 
needs to be done. 

An idea with cmsidoable appeal is an expanded 
role ffT the ready reserve. Amolca has for a^long 
time held the citizen-soldier in high esteem. We have 
apposed the idea cC an elite military class of 
professionals. 

For a while this concept was used as a justification 
for Uk draft I believe this was an inaccurate 
representation of the coooqit as it originally was 
conceived. 

The concept of the clttseiHciiUer grew out of the 
role played ^ the miUtia in Qie revolution. The idee 
was a trained and equipped citizenry ready for 
military dufy when the need arose, but acting their 
role of onfinary citl»n in times of peaoe. 

The sophistication of modem weapons and war- 
fare prevent the adoptioo of exactly this type of 
s^cture. but tiie concept stOl fs good. 

DM RECENT YEARS, the reserve has not been the 
home of the cltiseMoUller hut rather the haven of 
the Mt dodger, flie dMdn toavoid the draft niidt 



it possible for reserve and Nadonal Guard untti to 
have full waiting fists. 

That this was true is ii^ported by the fact that 
since the pressure of the draft has dittipated, most 
reserve and guard units have become seriously 
under-strength. 

One of the factors which allowed the reserve to 
attract K> many people during the draft, but 
prevents them from doing so now is compensatioa 
While the draft was on, reservists were compensatal 
by the fact that they weren't drafted. They did not 
require the amount of money that WBI be needed ta 
attract draft-free reservists. 

Another problem with the current reserve is their^ 
training. To term it the "ready" reserve is most^' 
inaccurate. In terms of preparatioa for stepping into 
a combia situation at a monMnfs ootioa. menlhly 
drflk and party-lfna snduner awqpi aw net snf- 
flclenL 

What is needed is a truly ready reserve properiy 
compensated. An effort should be made to develop a 
pay system which compensates reserve manhera 
not only for time spent at me^tnfi, but also for die 
strains placed upon the pursuance of their primary 
vocations by reserve membersl^*- This might in- 
volve pay rates which a^roadi those for people on 
aefhra duty ttm. 

niAININO AND retrabiing programs ihfluld b« 
developed which would actually prepare seservitli 
for immediate active duty if calied upon. 

A truly ready reserve weuld enaUe the mlUtary to 
make substantial reductions in the size of their 
standing force. It certainly would involve substantial 
cost savings, sinee the cost of providing free housing 
and service! ^ Mdlsled personnel eould ba 
eliminated. 

Perhaps the mmi Important benefit would be, ttie 

retunj to the citizen army. The idea cf an armed 
force made up of tliose with the desire to protect 
what they heHeve In Is worfli r^nifa« to. . 

Any who do not believe there is anything to protect* 
should not be in the military. A soldier wtw does not 
believe in what Iw Is flglklng for will be a poor 
seMier.

Aid bill awaits Nixon's signature

A bill including appropriations 
of $072 million to fund student 
financial aid programs at the 
current levels has been pasted by 
botii houses of Congivis and Is 
now waiting for Prestdent Nixon's 
signature. 

If signed, tte blU wiU leave a 
much smaller wake of discon- 
tentment than eariier expected 
tweauss sf ccmpromiscs between 
NiBoa and Congnm and between 
Ibe Ifgidattve bodies themselves. 

The bUl includes ^ppn^dations 
of $ms mimon f«r tlie Sup- 
plemental Educational Op' 
portunity Grants (BOG), an 
additional IS89.4 mlllfon for 
National Direct Student Loans 
(NSDL), 1270.2 milliin for college 
work-stadjr pro0rans and $lSt.i 
mMm for funding of Om Biaic 
Educational 0pptKlutlt9 Qaiat» 
(BOG).

Sweezy contrasts theories 
behind Marxism, capitalism

The bask assumption at capitaUsm assumes a 
sta^iant technology: the basis of Marxian 
economics assumes a c^namic techtMlogy, a 
Marxian ecanamist aid tfeuraday. 

Paul Sweezy named the conflict between these two 
ideas as one of the basic differeoces that make 
capitaUsni and Masndm onuirtfi iafaersnt^ an- 
tagonistic 

Sweezy made the comment in a lecture here in 
which he traced the history a nd development d bottl 
classical economics and the Mandst tbecries. 

ACCORDING TO SWEEZY, capita htm as an 
economic system 6epmia on the validity cf ttvee 

ideas. 

First, that harmony is achieved between society 
and the ecooonqf. Saoond, eiiuflfbrtum within Iba 
Stystem is eveiiliia%nached and maintaiaad. 
gradualtoiD and Mtapttvi^ are present. 



Sweezy asserted tliat all three of these ideas are 
tdeological falsehoods. He said that althou^ both 
systems acknowledge a three-part class system, ttie 
basis erf capitalism fails because the system was 
formula ted beftre the Industrial Revolution of the 
mid-1800s. 

Ttie Marxian economic theory, he said, was first 
rormulated in Karl Mane's Communist Manifesto 
published in 1847 and was able to hike into account 
the dass struggle created in the tecfanokigical m- 
plosion of the Industrial Revolution 

SWEEZY. WHO IS the author of two bodts on 
historical economKs, wtl present tiw aaoond half of 
Us hvoiMTt lecture on cai^talist versus IfacstlBt 
systems at 3 p.m. today in Waters 328. 

In Oie second part of Ms lecture, Sweezy promised 
to wpreaeut the Marxian coneq>tion of the c apita lis t 
system and to show how llaixian economics can be 
used to solve the proMsma « dsfauni^ 
teciBukigical society. .

That must be bow the members of the rowing, soccer 
and women's athletic teams felt as diey headed into the 
Student Senate hearing on allocations for next year. 

For the second year, the SGA Finance Conrniittee has 
rwoaunended that no funds be allocated to rowing and 
soccer, and this year women's athletics was added to the 
committee's hatchet list. They must be asking tbemselvfls 
"What does it take to win?" 

It's not that they don't know how to win » each of the 
three groups have shown that they are winners. The 
soccer team is the current Big Eight champ, having gone 
undefeated last year. The rowing team has proven it can 
compete against such national powers as Harvard, 
Princeton and MIT. And the success of various women's 
teams at K-State is overwbeliiiing. The hasketbaO team 
pushed fifth in the natioa, the il^ hockey team was 
JLcond in the state, the track team currently is ttie tXffi- 
imnked team in the Midwest, and the beat goes on. 

BUT THE QUESflON rKoains, ''lAiet does It taiie to 
win the big game — the fun-filled aUocatkmi game lliat 

Student Senate plays every year?" 

I'm afraid these groups bave found they are out of their 
league. I mean, how can they be expected to compete in a 
game where one side (senate) is auowed tonuiiGi itiovra 
rules? 

Hiey must be slowly developing a very hopeless feeling. 
Elspecially after a survey was taken earlier this year 
showing over 90 per cent of the students surveyed favored 
the fun&ig of miiior sports — ratedlt WBolMr one in a list 
of priorities. 

The survey proved the point people like Don Rose had 
been making all along — that K-State students felt the so- 
caUed minor sports were important and tliat they 
definitely had a place on the K-State campus. 

JUDY AKERS is another person whose total efforts 
have gone to develt^iog the non-revenue sports at K- 
^tate. Her special interest is women's athletics and she's 
coached K-State girls iato the hi#ity sueeessfld teams 
they are today. 

Apparently top administration officials feel the same 
way. President McCain has appointed an adhoc com- 
mittee to investigate the funding of "non-Big Eight" 
sports. Chet Peters, vice president for student affairs, 
also has taken a strong interest in the area. 

The possibilities and the capabilities of these sports are 
growing everyday. Already there are plans to iiave the 
women's national basketball tournament in Manhattan.

"Tom Jones" 
Pungent Satire

Henry FMdh^'t "Tom Jones" was a massive novel of amorous ad- 
ventures in and sodal oritictsm of eighteenth-century England This 
tiawdy bildungsroman may have been the literary source of Tony 
Richardson's beautiful 1963 film, txit the spiritual source, which richly 
and suitable conveys the essence of the narrative and flowery rhetoric, ia 
the whcde range <tf cinema fr«n Mack Sennett to French "new wave." 

It is the scope of technique and faithfulness to the ori^nal wtucb 
makes the film so remarkable. The film recreates a dataidl «• 
tertainment tha t develops its own energy and gusto. It departs from the 
traditional static way of transferring costume novels reverentaUy to the 

.^Jpl^reen, and does so by employing tbe most impudent and saUtfiit of 

r'^oaa^iy cmeepu and igriitaetie tedralqiMi.

The essence of the novel is the humoraoi, mocking attitude with which 
it describe the manners and morals of ttw eighteenth cenbny. Pattern! 
of life in the beautiful west country sming Uie landed iqairet, and In tilt 
el^nt drawing rooms of Lcmdon, offer a sweeping panorama of 
shams and moral hypocrisies; and this both amused and 
Fielding, who atUdced with pungent satire and Utttag wit. 

And so does the film, the tone of which is cheerfully derisive of pom- 
posity anddecseit. The plexus is patterned to come out ^ a great rush of 
noisy and ribald incklents that are made botti tongliftbte and aliocldiif 
by stylistic ridicule and cinematic satire. 

At the very begmning, before the main titles begin, notice is served 
that this is to be a cinematic lark. Home comes the righteous Squln 
All wor they to his comfortable Someresl farm to find a newborn male 
baby lying in his bachelor bed and the smell of an anatory scandal 
seeping up from bdowstain. But tihdi not a convenUaud pnlocue style. 
a|4t is done in mock depictment of an old melodramatk iUent lUm, with 
"^ttie action fast and the cutting rigid, printed tittes instead of dialogue and 
the wild din cf pseudtMpinet muric settteg a nerveos tone. 

Then, as a frightened barber is brought up from be\aw to confess to 
beiflg the father, and a buxem Jenny Jones admits motherhood, Squire 
AUwortlqr piously proclaims (in subtitle) Oiat lie will adopt the infiiit 
and give him the name Tom Jones. 

Such is the brisli and delightful way the picture begins, packing whole 
serdid legend of the here's birth into a few hundred feet of fflm. And then 
after the titles aie esoipteti tfaestflnr fets g«li||«tfiiD tilt witti Tom «t 
age twenty. 

What is certainly die most extraordiiiary sequence in the ffhn is the 

sceivse in which Tom and Mrs. Waters eat tc^ether at Upton Inn, each 
tiding to outdo the other in the juicy voiuptuousoess with wbkHn they 
suck tohster claws, gnaw chicken drumstkks. lap up raw oQWtefS with 
tongues and lips and chomp into pears and apples as though caressing 
pUant flesh with their teeth. It is a scene so erotic, yet so clever and 
tmassialable, tluit it to certainly the Ugh pohit of the lusty Uoentioaaiiesi 
of **Tom Jones." 

By the use of prankish and flippant devk^s, Richaftai fives his film 
the spontanaeity and bounce of a spicy modem sattn S ei s ed In knee 
pants and billowing skirts. 

He states a current sqpihistKated attitude toward the absurdities and 
tncongndties that FlehUng had to define in words. His !■« I«eiitletb> 
century msllMd «f iMldiig spott of eightesnth^eotuiy mmMts mA 
morals.

In the wake of a concert tour and a rising clan of foUowers, AMI is 
finally giving Shawn Phillips the promotion that he deserves. "Faces" is 
his most recent album, "an anthology of musk: from 1989," released in 
1972. But the dates are totally brrelevant: Shawn Phillips possesses an 
excellence that transcends any phydcal barriers. His music is "an at- 
tempttomovethe inner self in eMhhuttvkiual. . . 

Ml of hto albums are high achievements on a technical plane as well as 
a musical one. The clarity of Jonathan Weston's production finds its 
complement in the versatility of Phillips' voice. A voice diat has a 
trumpet timbre in "Parisien Plight II," then searches for the infinite 
extreme in " 'L' Ballade." A voice that ccanforts in Landscape" and 
troubles in *i Took a Walk." 

And this sort denies adequate description. It falls eaitfly Into no genre ;

In both cases, the single- 
cellorganisms uw the waste and 
peferateum products as food to 
produce protein that is consumed 
by humans or animals, he said. 

ERICKSON SAID wastes and 
petroleum products high in carbon 
and nitrogen are nost neefiil as 

mlcroiilal food. 

Most of the active research in 
tfaJs area is being dene in Bivepe 

and Japan. At K-State, there is no 
active research program, but 
some work is b^g done In file 
area of anaylisis and 
mathematKal modeling, he said. 

WiOt the price of soybeans and 
other cattle feeds rising, Erickson 
expects more interest in the 
production of mkrobial protein 
because the cost of the procOM is 
becoming more feasible. 

He expects mere interest in the 
form of pilot projects for 
marketing and production of 
microbial protein in the next 10 to 
IS years, with some products 
possil3l|y liecoming available to the 
pubUG witUn one year. 



available is a mixture of pork and 
microbial praMn. The pnrteki 
additives are produced by an 
organism which converts ethyl 
aleolMl to protein. 

"I ate some of it while I was in 
Czechoelavkia last sununer and it 
was quito good,** Eriekaan said. 

White human wastes are 
relatively hi^ in protein, not 
much consideratfoDis being ghnm 
to the klea of using it as microbial 
food because it is not 
eeooomteall^ leasfiile, he sidd.

K-State's history from 1878 



i|rllARY mLEY 



A notable part of K-State's 
histcry goes uiniotind day after 
day. Theie historical mommaits 
would certainly be missed if they 
were to nddenly dii^tpear, but 
for the RMit part the treat on 
campus are taken for granled. 

The present planUog ecbema ef 
the campui waa designed In 1877 
by Maxmillten Kern, a Missouri 
landscape architect. This in- 
formattm is part «f a pamphlet 
written by the late R. J. Bamett, 
former pniesBor ef hnrtlculture 
at K-Stati.

"It's the largest tree of its kind 
west of the Mississippi River, he 
said. Although it is Utied 
"Chinese," Quinlan said it 
origina ted i n Japan and may have 
gotten its title because mote at 
them are grown in China. The tree 
was brought to America from 
Japan by a Massachusetts sea 
captahL He planted the ipedea on 
Martha's Vineyard, and Uom 
there the seeds woe ^N^rilmted 
ttmntfiout the United States. No 
exact record is available, but 
Quinlan said the tree tad to have 
been planted here betiveen lUS 
and 1888. 

During the 1880' s and ISW's^ it 
was popular for the senior < 
to plant a tree as their mei 
to the school. One of theae alUl 
standing is an Amol^n Blm 
southeast of Danforth Chapel.

Sex prejudice, Bldol said, is 
committed by both sexes, but 
sexjsm is only etpehenoed by 
men. 

"Only males are in control of 
the major institutions in our 
society and the world," she said. 
*'When you talk about sexism, 
you're tallying about illegitimate 
wliite male powo'. If we just 
ettminate aex [>«}udice we make 
it easier for men to oppress us. We 
have to eliminate prejudice and 
■ex ism." 

Under the heading, "Policies 
and Practices that Inhibit the 
Educational Instttutkins," Bidd 
listed several areas in the 
^P|> educationid process that need 
r'w t'^'^ in order to ettoinate 
maii power and sexism. 

CITING PERSONAL ex- 
perience of her own daughter 
betng branded '^uofemlnine" for 
wearing jeans and fighting back, 
Bidol said the boy-girl ex- 
pectatieoi of teachers must 
change. She stretsed Stopping the 
sexist betaavior tnttiuction of 
future 
ineeiligt. 



"Hcnv many women principals 
do we have across the U.S.," she 
dMlenged. Stating fliat most 
women in this field are assistant 
principals or principals in 
gnunmar aelMMji, dw urged a 
breakthrough of women into the 
authority shnictures of schools. 

"Don't alow yonndf to be 
defined by the expectations of 
your counselor, Bidol cautioned, 
asaerting nuBy counaelaBi tjJiy 
urge male and fenwlM laMfd 
stereotype careers. 

"To regain a kind of 
humaneness," — tWs, according 
to Bidol is the ultimate goal of 
women's liberation. The womoaPs 
movement should enlarge its tadc 
to remove oppression from all 
^mips, not juit wonen. 

Men today are like the slave 
owners around USO who were 
beginnii^ to have conaeience 
pangs about slavery, hut afill 
wanted to ke^ tbdr ilam. Men 
totey are becmntag more mmn 
of the women's inequality 
problem, but stiil don't want to 
diange It, 

EMILY TAYLOR, dean of 
women at the Univwalty of 
Kansas, gave this view of 
problems within the women's 
movement in a ataifoo. "Equal 
Opportuidtlfla, C«o W« G«t 
Them?" 

"As far as laws are concerned," 
Taytorsaid, "the basic laws that 
are needed are on the books. 
There has been a constant 
progress of oaootiA flan tta 

1960s." 

Taylor gave a nuKiown of tlie 
taws passed during the past ten 
years that have been beneficial to 
the women's equallQr movement: 
— IMS — Equal Pay Act 
_ 1987 _ civU Rights Act (This 
act was not used by wctom until 
1^ as thi^ did not know of lia 
benefits.)

Arguments invalid 
in this affair

Ihe Watergate affair It be|^iiiifa« to tea a lot abo^ 

American people. 

Many of those discussing the case recently have come 
up with some arguments seemingly gaEtred to rfi ffmiyg 
m Watergate issue as an issue. 

Ihese arguments, for whatever purpose tliey are put 
forth, might indioite the American puhUc either doesn't 
care about or doesn't realize the implications and 
possible consequences of the Watergate conspiracy. 

More probably, though, many Americans don't want to 
feoe up to the &ct Out an aifanittlatratiim to wfaidi th^ 
gave such a huge vote of ccHif idence last November could 
be involved in political seaodal. 

NEVERTHBLBSS, their rationalizaticNis about the 
case indicate a dangerous turn the American way of 
thinking has tol^en and eaeli ef the^ argumeato is 

categorically invalid: 

— "So what? Nobody really was hurt by the 
Watergate break-in." There is no way to tell how *'hurt'* 
anyone is by any kind of political espionage. Voters 
decide the outcome 0t an election and how tbeir mhidi 
work is impossible to surmise. Besides, whether 
someone was *'hurt*' by Watergate is not the question. 
Some robberies don't *'hurt" anyone if the money is 
returned, but that doesn't make rol>beries any less 
wrong, morally or legally. 

— **It's happened before and nobody's been 
prosecuted. Why prosecute participants in this par- 
ticular scandal?" Crimes happen every day. Just 
because some criminals are caught and some aren't 
doena't mean those who are shouldn't be prosecuted. 

— "Scandal is just part of politics." Dismissing 
scandal as being "just part of politics" is like dismissing 
murder as being "just part of life." Scandal occurs in 
politics just as murder occurs everywhere, every day. 
But to accept both of these as merely unchangeable facts 
of life is a horrible and irreqKnalbie way to think — the 
kind of thinking that evenhiaSy could lead to man's 
destruction of himself. 

— "Watergate is being blown out of proportion by the 
news mectia/' There are valid jouma&stic reasons fior 
the amount of coverage Watergate is getting, not the 
least of which is the pe^e involved. Ctfficials involved in 
Watergate are not employes in the lower echelons of the 
government; they are presidential advisers, White 
House aides and the head of the FBI. 

Besides this, Watergate la turning into the moat ex- 
pensive legal case in history and the American taxpayer 
is picking up the tab for the government's lawyers. The 
taxpayer deserves to know how his money is being spent. 

ADD TO all of (hia the way the case is spreading <Uie 
Unk with the Pentagon Papers trial and with otfa^ 
questionable Nixon campaign activities) and the con- 
tinued secrecy in the administration (Sixty-three per 
cent of Americans in the Harris poll believe President 
Nixon has not been frank and honest about Watergate.) 
and the American public has cause for concern. 

No American can, with a clear conscience, be un- 
concerned about the Watergate scandal, because 
Watergate was involved with ttie people's basic right to 
elect their president. 

It will be a true teat of the American judicial system to 
get to the truth in a case where the truth might hurt both 
officials in the govmoieDt and the peo|ile*s pride as 
doctors.

he wants to center student aid was cut $500 million. 

NiJEOn reluctantly accepted the congressional 
seiba^ because &e money was added to a bill 
appropriating $468 million urgently needed to meet 
payments to vatoraas for edycation aad tridid^ 
benefits. 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Bomb experte 
prepared to remove an unknomi number ol bombs 
Sunday in an effort to prevent more of the ex- 
plosions that ripped a munitions tndn and turned a 
rail yard into a square mile of flan^ boBKcais and 
flying slirapnel. 

At least 52 persons were iiyured Saturday when 
the series of blasto rodced the yard, located near 
an isolated Scaramento suburo about 1§6 Bittss 
northeast of San FYancisco. 

There were no immediate reports of critical 
injuries, deaths at missing persons, authorities 
said. There ws also no word on what sparked the 
explosions, whidi eaiised duiiafle estimated hi the 
millions of dollars. 

Forty-six Army and Air Force detonation ex- 
perts were ready to move into the area of the 
Rosevllle Southern Pacific yard, taking trucks 
with them to remove the 2S0-pound bombs, a 
Department of Defense spokesman said. 

WASHINGTON — Vice President Spiro Agnew 
said Sunday that if he goes mto the 1976 
presidential race "I'll run to win, and I can win." 

But the former Maryland governor reiterated in 
a copyrighted interview with U.S. News and World 
R«>ort that he has not yet decided to run. 

think that if I go into tills race, if I dedde to do 
it, ru run to win and I can win," Agnew said. "The 
fact that I have been in a fairly constant position 
with a broad cross section of the public makes me 
think that I have sufficient personal popularity to 
carry an election if I would go into one. ' ' 

Agnew said other tSkeky contraders fn* the 
Republican presid&itial nomination were Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, Sen. Charles Percy of 
Illinois and former Texas Gov. Jolm Connally, who 
currently Is a Democrat. 

WOUNDED KNEE — For the first time in more 
than three weeks, negotiations have resumed 
between the government and Indian militants 
holding Wounded Knee. 

Hie third-ranking official in the Interior 
Department, Kent FrizzeU, was to meet with 
American Indian Movement (AIM) leaders late 
Sunday for a second round of new talks. 



SAIGON — Fighting ebbed across South Viet- 
nam on Sunday as the Saigon regime and the Viet 
Cong prepared for another round of civilian 
(nrisoner exchanges and the International truce 
force began a new investigation of the &tal ^Hl 7 
crash of one of its helicopters. 

In neighboring Cambodia, insurgent forces 
maintained their pressure around the capital city 
of Plin<»n Peidi. President Lon Nd amiounced that 
he will head the newly created four-man political 
council designed to calm criticism from his op- 
ponents and allies that Cambodia is under one- 
man rule.

Area rainfall above normal

Since Sept. i. 1972, tbe 
Manhattan area has htd about ft 

inches of rain, almost 15 inches 
Idtove normal for this period. In 
March alone Manfasttui had 7.5 
inches of rain, which is 5.5 inches 
above normal and the most rain 
ever reciHrded for that montii. 

Last spring this area had the 
driest six months on record, txit 
then the rains in ScptMOber 
through December were enough to 
make the 1972 total about tMHnnal, 
D«an Baik, pnfwir of plvUci, 
said. 

WHEN RAINS come late in the 
y«ar, flalk ar« extra muddy 
because there are no plants, Bark 
aaid. Plants absorb water from 
the ground and ten tranq^e It 
lack into the air, 

"If we would have had tiiis rain 
In Iha matt fonr montla. then 



things would be about right," 

Bark <^id. Normally, 80 per cent 
d the year's rain comes in tlie 
months April through September. 

The large amounts of rain 
slcKved down the harvesting at 
crops last faU. "There's still a lot 
of soytieans and sorghum in the 
fields that need to be harvested, 
and some of it wiU never fan goi^ 
ten," Baric said. 

Because of the mud, trudcs 
other equipment can't get into the 
titSAs. When animals have to 
struggle through the mud, then 
they don't gain as much weight as 
nstmal, Baik said. 

KANSAS, however, has been 
hicky. "While we wet« having 
light rains here, they were having 
heavy downpours to the east in 
Missouri." Bark said. Than has 
been some fkoding in east cental 
and south central Kansas. 



Missing student's car

The search for a missing Emporia State freshman ended Saturday 
when his car was spotted a t the bottom ot a pond sou th <rf Manha ttan.

The car was found in about 10 feet of water in a rain-swollen pond. 
Dtven recovered the body later Saturday. Police speculated that 
Wallace fell asleep at the udMtl while he was attempting to return to 
Emporia after the party. 

The search was conducted by the Manhattan Police Department, the 
Riley County Sheriffs Department, the Kansas Higlway Patrol, the 
Sberif rs Posse and volunteers. The search ^nternl oo the roads from 
Manhattan and Emporia and the TtetftoCea* area, tin die of the party 
which Wallace had attended. 

Wallace was a mid^emester graduate ot Emporia High School. He 
and Ms parents had lived in Manhattan unto last ^ify.

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Conference good, 
but turnout poor

Last weekend a three-day series of woricshops and 
lectures, 'Women: A Changing Perspective,*' was 
sponsored by the Division of Continuing Education. 

The conferonee was derigned to provide awareneM 
and support for women in this region. Ibe ideas and 
information exchanged at this conference were intended 
to help women integrate this knowledge into their own 
lifestyles. 

ONE LOOK at the brochure would give any person an 
idea of the many talented featured speakers at the 

convention. 

To mention just a few Naomi Lynn, assistant professor 

of political science, urged women to become active in 
politics. Pat Bidot, lecturer at the University of Michigan 
and Eastern Michigan University and co-director of New 
Perspectives on Race Inc., lambasted the stereotyping 
of women. 

This reporter went to the meetings and lectures 
-Saturday expecting to hear and see a lot of weird "lib- 
bers ' running around shouting for a society controlled 
by women for women. This was not the case. 

Ttoe speakers as wdl as Ibe women attonflftig te 
meetings and workshops were calm and collected. They 
had come to exchange ideas and discuss ways to improve 
their place in a white-male -controlled society. 

IHESE WOMEN were not attending this conference 
with the idea of replacing the power of white males with 
the power of white females. They had come to discuss 
ways in wbieli they could become indiviAials in our 
society — not bodies and pretty faces that could type 
letters, answer the phone, and do otber inaignifieanl 
tasks men have no time for. 

These women were working together to end the op- 
pression of the poor, the blacks, and other minoritiea as 
well as women, tliegr were interested in enhancing the 
basic humane qualltlee of all human beings, male and 
female. 

The women attending this conference were not sitting 
around complaining about their predtoament: They were 
actually dotog somethhig about it. 

There is omy one thing that bothers me. Saturday, 
while attending this conference I noticed only about 40 
women present at the lectures and the workshops. This 
number included speakers as well as women who were 
attending the program. 

I DON'T know how many women knew about the 
conference. Maybe it should have been publicized more 
extensively . Maybe the eort of $17 was a UtOe ito^ for 
college students. 

The point is where were all the women who are such 
active supporters of the women's movement when you 
talk to them on campus? I am certain outstanding 
women's organizations such as the many sorodttes on 
campus knew about the oooference. 

It looks like those organizations could have sent at 
least one woman. This representative could then have 
relayed any valuable information to the rest of the 
members. * 

Where were the independent women on campus? True, 
the conference was scheduled on a weekiNid. There were 
so many otber things happening. . 

IT WAS a sunny weekend and it was simply l)eautiful 
at Tuttle Creek — just the right kind of weather every 
woman knows will turn her body a golden tan that every 
man will enjoy looking at. 

The workshops last weekend at the Rama da Inn wm 
very informative. Although tfa^ were designed to help 
women understand themselves and understand women's 
ever -changing position in today's society, I walked away 
from the sessions with a better understanding of the 
plight women face in our society today. 

It is really too bad more w<mien M not attend the 
conference. The next time any activities of this nature 
aie in the area, think serioiasly about attending.

everything is dunky-dorey. 

It never occurred to me that 
there might be people in college 
who don't know what they want to 
do. The idea someoie might 
graduate without knowing what he 
wants to do was absurd — I 
thought. 

The idea is not absurd. In fact, it 
isn't even unconmon. Thing^ 
eycntualfy got to the point that I 
wondered if I was gdng to be one 
of those people. Fcrtmateiy, I am 
not. 

I HAVE FOUND the answer to 
my quettton. But how I nswered 
it is more important dian tbe fact I 
did. One of the more important 
ingred^ts in my ecduthm wai mgr 
conversations with others. Ideas 
others presented regarding goals 
and philosophias ct Ife helped me 
put together my own philosophy. 

So, that is what I have tried to do 
for you: present kleas of other 
people in an attempt to help you 
formulate your own philosophy. 

Manyd the people I have talked 
to during the semester have no 
litimate purpose for living and 



toward which they work. Instead, 
they have one or a set of short or 
medium -range goals Hugr mt 

trying to achieve. 

For most of these people, these 
goals have evolved because ottiers 
have collapsed. Fortunatdy, they 
have been able to roll vntli the 
punches. 

But is that not a result of their 
environment? A person in college 
who finds one major completely 
disagreeable can change to om 
completely different without^ 
miicli trouble. Rollqg with ttie 
punches U oot uareMonaUy 
diffknilt. 

BUT WILL IT always be that 
way? After a person c^nds two, 
three or even taut years in one 
prtrfession, how easy wiU it be for 
him to change to sometiiing dif- 
forent? 

It seems to me that if a person is

K -State has lost another of tta 
full-time professors — partly due 
to flw k>w salaries paid here. 

Sam Brown, professor of 
psychology, resign«l last week to 
t>ecome tfae chairman of the 
Department of Psychology at the 
University of Missouri at 
Columbia. 

"I had three reasons for leaving 
K-State," Brown said, "first, 
beeauw of the opportunity for 
advancement, professionally, in 
tihenew positton; second, because 
of tfae aal^ I wm reoaiving at K- 
State; md thirdly, because I 
received no requests from anyone 
In the adntolatratliia, to stay/' ha

While serving on Faculty Senate 
he stirred interest among K -Stale 
faculty as wfli as faculty from the 
other universities and coU^^ in 
Kansas on the seriousness of the 
faculty salary problem at hi^iar 
education institutions in Kansas. 

'The salary situation is a very 
serious problem," Broim sakl. "f 
believe there la a definate 
correlation between the quality of 
inatructors and the sakry paid to 
them.

Hike Bradshaw, assistant 
director at health education at 
Lafene Student Haaltli Caoftir, is 
another of the non-smokers' 
spolGesmen. He is a member of the 
Naticmal Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Health which has 
been bistnunental in tiaving non- 
snukOT ansa ael adde on com- 
mercial aiiplaBMt buwa and 
trains. 

Bradshaw has conducted 
several "stop smoking" clinics 
liere and plans to continue having 
thm. He lias two planned for this 
simmer and one at the beginning 
of each semester next year. 

BOTH WEYERTS and Brad- 
shaw have been giving out buttons 
which read: "Yes, I do mind yotr 
smoking." Weyerts has ^ken 
with lier instructorB asking them 
to forbid tnokbif la their 
classrooms. 

She said most of them agree 
that a non-srookar's rights are 
abused when persons who smoke 
Uow biUowiog clouds of c^tarette 
athiiiit Into ^ daiaroora at- 
moq^hore. On the odier hand, 
Wejnfts said, a couple at in- 
structors who meked deettnad to 
forbid studeatt ftom niiiking In 
class.

WICHITA — Roger Mudd, CBS tdevite net- 
work newsman, said Tuesday the FBI has been 
one of the main sources leaking information to tbe 
press on the Watergate scandal, 
lludd made his comment during a Law Day, 

luncheon speech. 
He said those in the FBI who have been leaking 
the information are "diagruntled loyalists to J. 
Edgar Hoover." 

Mudd said the disgruntled legalists wm 
mkbappgr about tbe appointment of L. Patrtek 
Gray, who was acting director of tbe FBI aM 
Hoover died last May. 

Gray was nominated for tbe director's job, but 
President Nixon withdrew Gray's nomination 
after it became iq^parcnt UJS. Senate wouki not 
confirm Gray. 

Since then, Gray quit as acting director because 
of tiis involvement in the Watergate investigation.

Impeachment? 
A poor choice 



Since the Watergate roof finally fdl in on President 

Mxon, it has been said over and over that this is a second 
Teapot Dome scandal — worse evoi, because this time 
the corruption reached into the White House itself. 

A pcdi tatai last wmk faxticated 41 pir cent of llie 
American people refuse to believe the President himself 
didQ' t know about all Hub wirtrtrtncf flotaig on amnd 
Um. 

With these high doubts, why are there no cries lor 
Nl»a*s iimRcbment? After aU, if he did have 
forekimle^li, he was eidpidite. if he didn% lie liioiild 
have. . 

LET'S FACE IT. One important reason it isn't hap- 
pemng is that most Democrats woidd raiiier have 
Richard M. Nixon— Watergate, warts and all — than to 
have Spiro Agnew, who would become President in the 
event of a successful impeachment proceeding. 

On a more fundamental level, the absence of a clamor 
lor impeachment reflects the fundamental decency and 



of responsibility of many of the President's most 
vociferous critics, llie prevailing public cynism toivimrd 
polittes and politicians is another big factor. 

Quiet talk of impeachm&it had been heard, in fact, in 
Democratic cloakrooms, but deqrfte tiie intense anti- 
mmn feeUng on Capitot Hill, it seems unlik^ any 
Democrat of consequence will try to translate this talk 
into action. Everybody hangs back from the awful step. 

Tliere is the realization, first of all, that an im- 
peachment effort would not have public support. The 
Watergate bugghig was diocking and the ensuing cover- 
up more so. But, a lot of peo^ sey, tet's Urn way 
politics is, isn't it? 

CERTAINLY, THERE are grounds for sudi cynicism. 

Die Wato^te situatiim, in short, once mm un- 
derscores ttie degree to whidi the successful woriting of 
the American system of government depends on one 
man and is frighteningly vulnerable as a result. 

like it or not, the fact is that when we elect a 
President, he is smnetiung of a tenqiarary monarch for 
four yean. If he fails to measure up to our expectations, 
either as to performance or character, we can only 
criticize and try all the arts and persuasion and 
pressure. 

As a practical matter, however, we're stuck wi^ him 
until the next etection.

(For a fullar eiqposition of the terms of this policy, please see our 
ad elsewhera ki this issue.) We have received many inquiries 
regarding the success rf this program from both our own students 
and those of other schools. Here is a r^rart of the results for the 
l«r2-78 lehod jear: 

I. RATIO OF USED TO NEW BOOKS SOLD. 
RusseU Reynolds, Executive Secretary of the Natknal 

Association of Cdtege Stores, recenUy indfcated that 20 percent 
used books is about the limit which any store can expect to 
achieve. Many stora fsB far short of H percent However, mis 
year, about 27.8 percent of all textbocks sold at the Union were 
used copies. This may be some sort of a national record, especially 
considering our hurge volume. 

II. TOTAL SAVINGS TO THE STUDENT. 
Total savings as a result of the Union's used book program was 

$166,214. (inckiding cash paid at buy ba^). or mi percent over 
new book price for our custcmers. We are eattremefy proud of 
this. To put the figures in perqiecthre, even tf a stmre boitftlt all 
new books snd sold them at cost plus expenses to the students, it 
couldn't have saved them as much, while maintaining the nme 
levd of service. Your Union Bookstore managed to save the 
average siydent customer 21.2 percent and ^1 was aide to 
provide revenue which heli» si^iwrt the many servioas and 
pro-ams of the Union.

II. BUY YOUR BOOKS FRCHtf TKE IMmt 
Since we have so many more used books than anyone else in 

Manhattan, the average student saves much more by shopping 
with us. This is important, becaiue we can only buy those bocks for 
wMeh we have a market If more students come to us for their 
books, we can afford to buy evai more from them at the end of the 
semester. That way everylMxly saves. Let's see if we can't get that

There would be nothing I would like more, and I am sure 
many people agree, than to be able to fully fund all the 
minor sports programs.

REPORT TO THE STUDENTS ON USED BOOKS 
FROM K-STATE UNION BOOKSTORE

Most of you will remember that some time ago the Union 
Bookstore initiated the policy of paying 60 percent to students for 

those texts which would be used again in the following semester. 
(For a fuller exposition of the terms of this policy, please see our 
ad elsewhere in this issue.) We have received many inquiries 
regarding the success of this program from both our own students 
and those of other schools. Here is a r^ort of the results for tiie 
ivwn school yemr:

II. TOTAL SAVINGS TO THE STUDENT. 

Total savings as a result of the Union's used book program was 
$166,214, (including cash paid at buy back), or 21.2 peicent over 
new book price for our customers. We are extremely proud cf 
this. To put the figures in persi>ective, even if a store bought all 
new books and sold lliem at cost plus expenses to tbe students, it 
couldn't have saved them as much, whUe maintaining the same 
level of service. Your Union Bookstore managed to save tbe 
average student custoRier 21J pncent and still was able to 
provide revenue which helps siqi|Mrt the many mnkm mi 
programs of the Union.

WASHINGTON — President Nixon declared 
Kansas a major disaster area Wednesday, 
rlfiarin g tbe way for emergency federal aid in 
r«|iairiiig damage from teveri ttomt and 

flooding beginning on Mardl S. 

The President's action came after he was urged 
by the Kansas congressional delegation to honor 
Gov. Robert Docking's request for a presidential 
disaster declaratka. 

More than half tlie counties in Kansas wen 
reported to have suffered flood damage during 
Mikrch, a month when total rainfall exceeded all 
previouB rainfall amounts recorded, the White 
Haute maamemieiA nid. 

WASHINGTON— The Justice Department ac- 
cused the Nixon re-election campaign Wednesday 
of illegally failing to report a ^00,000 cash con- 
tribution fxma financier Robert Vesoo. 

'Die three-count criminal information carries a 
maximum penalty of a $3,000 fine against the 
Finance Conmiittee to Re-elect the President. No 
individuals were named. 

The informatioa a Usg e d tliat the committee 
received a $200,000 contribution April 10, 1972, and 
failed to report the money or its donor. This is the 
date a r^reseotative of Vesco delivered a 
briefcase full of $100 bills, totaUing $200,000, to 
Maurice Slims, ttie campaign finance cfaainiuui. 

LOS ANGELOS— Pentagon papers trial Judge 
Matt Byrne defended himself Wednesday against 
defense attorneys' accusations that former 
presidential aide John EtoUdnnan tried to bribe 
him by offeitog him the post of dhnedor «l te 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

He insisted that he never discussed the case in 
two meetings with Ehrlichman or in a brief chat 
with President Nixon. 

The U.S. District Ck)urt judge also disclosed that 
during the same week he saw Nixon and Elhrlich- 
man he was introduced to Nixon's foreign policy 
adviser, Henry Kissinger, at a party. 

Despite Byrne's statement, defense attorney 
Leonard Weinglass later said outside the court 
that the defense probably will move for a mistrial 
today on the grounds that the govermnent sought 
to ''compromise*' the judge. 

BEIRUT, LebanoB-liel»anese soldiers fought 
with Palestinian gueffiUas Wednesday in bloody 
clashes that threatened to plunge the country into 
more inter-Arab civil strife. 

An army conununique reported 12 soldiers were 
tdlled and 40 were wounded. The guerrillas 
reported more than 100 casualties. Gvilian dead 
and wounded also were believed to be numerous, 
particularly in a refugee camp that caught fire 
after sheUing by heavy army cannons. 

The fig(htii^ erupted about nocn after a break- 
(town in negotiations for release of two Lebanese 
oorporals captured Tuesday by Qie guerrillas.

It happens every spring. 

Rfifiriseiitatives from student organizations and 
serv i oes aiqi>ear before Student Sensle to beg for a part 
of student activity fees. 

And every year many of the same arguments over 
ftinding certain groups are heard as inexperienced 
seoaton — elected only a few weeks before the 
allocatiim pnicedm — attempt to jusUy detenniiie wbo 
eboidd reeelve student moa^. 

ALLOCATING STUDENT FUNDS, of course, is one of 
the FeqMnsibilities of a student senator, but this duty 
must be luni^ in a responsible way. 

As it is now, many student senators are allocating 
funds without the sU^itest eonsldmtioa el what the 
student body wants. 

Just before the Student Governing Association election 
In February, the Collegian pubUsbed opintois of 
senatorial candidates eenieniing aliecatien of aettvity 
fees. 

Hie candidates who are now in office as well as those 
wlw lost the election had one basic campaign plea in 
n — student senators must represent tti& con- 



BUT HOW many senators are representing the 
students in their colleges? 

Hiw many senators in voCbig wbedier or not to fluid a 
groiq> are considering bow ttie students iiey represent 
would want tbem to vote? 

And more important, how many senators have at- 
tempted to determine how their constituents feel when it 
comes to which groups are going to get financial aid? 

For example, last year's senate soundly defeated a 
move to reinstate a line item for the Royal Purple. But a 
referendum taken at SGA elections showed over- 
whelming student support for funding the RP <3|0INi yes 
votes to 840 no votes). 

ALSO, TOO MANY senatms know very little about the 
goals or activities of groups that appeal for funds, 
judging by the sometimes ridiculous questions that are 
asked of representatives of the groups at senate 
me^inp. 

How can senators justify increasing the allocation of 
one group or cutting off all funds allocated to another if 
they are unsure of bow an organization or service 
benefits students? 

Most senators probably have good intentions. They are 
not pmposely trying to destroy any student group not 
giving it financial support. But many of them are guilty 
of misinformation and a failure to represent the student 
bod^.

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Fuel in tight supply 
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How many of you would stand in 
line to buy gasoline at the price of 
$1 per gidloiiT 

Although some have talked 
aboit gasoliiie reaching $1 pa: 
giBon. gMoHne prices ^jrolMii^ 
won't reach that level in ttie near 
ftitum Howevor, there is con- 
ciderable apceulatloii gasoline 
prices will reach 50 enk per 
gaUco this summer. 

PRICES UKE that cotdd shake 
the budget o< the average omx^ 
saraer. Ccnauraers have ^ 
alternatives of continuing to 
conwme at their preseitf rates 
and pay the Mgher pricM or 
reducing their use of gasoline. 

Gasoline now is being rattened 
to tocal gaa stations. This litaatkm 
could drive gasoline higher than 
even oil tycoons could fathom. 

The tlireat of a fud shortage is 
hitting closer and closer to home. 
Temporal^ fuel shortages were 
fdt this winter at Clay Center, 
Wichita, Sabetha, Minneapolis, K- 
State and other places in the state. 

Tlw news about 10 days ago of 
the shut-down of a small in- 
dependent gasoline station in 
Topeka did not swprise some 
pecple. The station was forced to 
close temporarily beoatise it ran 
out of gaaoMne and could not get 
any more befem Vb» first of die 
month. *' 

INDBBCNDENT gasolilW 
compaideB really can get hurt 
when there is a pinch on fueL 
Some independent stations may 
be forced out of business. The 
consumer will be the one 
ultbiiatcty hurt 

Even major oil company af- 
ffliates have run into problems 
getting enough fuel. Several 
major oil companies have limited 
the amount of fuel each station 
can get to the amount Oe Kitton 
received during the same period 
in 1972. This action affects local 
stations. 

Without enough gasoline to sell, 
statiws could be in for an 
eooQomic setback. StaUons will 
have to lean heavily on auto repair 
and parts business to ke^ their 
profit martfos stndy. 

Stations may raise gasoline 
pricra so tliey can reaMze enou^ 
profit from the gasdlne tiliey A> 
sell to offset the business they 
miss from the gniml i f M* they could 
faeve sold if they had bad ft 

GAS WARS wiU become a tfaliw 
or ttie past Stattons wiU not have 
to slash prices to get custoners. 
Customers will be hicky to get 
whatever gaiolae tfaay can. 

Ibe GOBsiuaer will lose. He'll 



either be paying exorbitant prices 
or he'll be doing without fuel fcr 
Ms car. 

To offset rising prices of 
gasoline, some consumeis may 
choose to rsdteee use of ttieir 
automobiles. Perhaps, more 
consumers will start riding 
bieydes <r waking. Some may 
cut down on fuel consumption by 
riiminating needless trips in ttie 
ear and by doing seroru snrandi 
on each car tr^. 

President Nixen has urged 
peeple to aifopt a voluntary 
national gasoliiw eemervation 
etluc. He suggest inaintainii^ 
cars pR^peHy to imaease tf- 
ficiency, inflating tires properly, 
avoicUng quick starts, driving at 
feasoDible qieeds, using car air 
conditioners sparing and osliig 
smaller automobilM. 

THE HEAD OF the federal 
Office of Emergency 
Preparednes, DarreU Trent, said 
Wednesday he expects the 
gasoline situatiCHi to be tight ths 
summw with spot slmrtBges. He 
blames the gasoline shortage on 
unusually cokl wii^r weather. 
Refineries were required to 
devote more of their capacity to 
production of fuel oil rather than 
gasoline, thus compounding the 
guoline shortage problem. 

The Nixon wlministiatiaa has 
b^n working out plans to 
allocate the nation's fuels where 
they are most needed should Qie 
fuel situation become critical. 

Congress Monday gave the 
President authorlly to allooate 
fuel supplies. 

A SURVEY of Kansas public 
ofHnion of the energy shortage Is 
in progress. It is being conducted 
by K-State students Unr the Kansas 
Office of Economic Deveiopment 
and the lieutenant gijvenior's 
office Students in the Survey of 
Public Opinion course, taught by 
Jim Morris, assistant professor of 
journalism and mass com- 
munications, poll the ofdnlons of 
Kansans considering the energy 
situation. Results of their 
statewkle survey wiU bo available 
this summer. 

Early returns from the nirvey 
indicate Kansans are not yet 
aware of an energy crisis, even 
thou^ they may have been af- 
fected by temporary fuel shor- 
tages this winter. 

Kansans agree, acconling to tibe 
early returns, that pollution 
r^^tions should not tie relaxed 
to allow power produceis to use 
cheaper sources of energy that 
might be more highly polluting.

He avoideda rational approach 
to tbe serious impiications of the 
affair by Averting our attention 
elsewbere — to West Germany, 
Russia and the Middle East, 
where the REAL problems lie. His 
speech was an insult because it 
assumed those who heard it were 
narrow-minded, naive and foolish. 

THE IMPLICATIONS go 

beyond Watergate and not away 
from it as Nixon would have tts 
believe. He again lias roHMrted to 
tnivdarto] 



point across. Toward Qie end 
his speech he offered the warning, 
"America must not fall into the 
trap ... of letting the ends justify 
the means." A sound and '''iidaWft 
bit of political philosophy. 

But only a few minutes 
previous, he asked us to be b eve 
tbe controversial Christmas 
bemUng helped bring about a 
"peace with hoiKr" in Vietnam. 
What kind of honor accrues to us 
from the indiscriminate 
devastation of a civilian 
popula tion — a [Hactice continued 
now hi Gimbedla, a country wWsM 
we have no excuse to molest? 

Few p^le are unaware of the 
atrocities committed In Southeast 
Asia in the name of democracy, 
but many felt tlie triumph over 
communism wh vtMrth the tatot 
of criminality, «ldl dont 

justify means. 

Ladt of logic is not the oidy 
defense Nixon has for his policies. 
He also is a master at 
equivocatkm. Not aafy dkl he give 
us no new information about 
Watergate, but he also managed 
to put the blame on nobody for 
what Ifwi^lraL 



He apologized for being 

misirtformed about the gravity of 
the ciffair before March (by which 
time he neatly covered his 
tracks), but did not bother to 
explain why his aides received 
immunilar from Ok grand jury (or 
in how many other instaaett be 
was "misinformed*'). 

HE .ACCEPTED the "respon- 
sibility" for the affair, but diluted 
it by t«Ulng us that for the first 
time in 27 years he delegated the 
management of bis campaign to 
otfam "who may have done 
wrong in a cause they deeply 
believed to be right."

Nixon announces 
anti-inflotion steps 



WASHINGTON (AP)- 
President Nbton imposed tighter 
price controls on the nation's 
largest companies Wednesday in 
an attocnpt to restrain rising 
prices which the government now 
says will incrsise by leur par flint 
th^ year. 

Nixon said in a s tatement on the 
economy that prices probably will 
keep rising for "some months" 
although not at the rate recent 



The new controls require major 
companies with more than $250 
mfflldi amnial sales to notify the 
administration's Cost of Living 
CkKUldl 30 days in advance of 
ptara to raise average prices 
more than 1.S par met abme Jan. 
10 levels. 

The council can suspend the 
increase or take other action 
which it feels justified, the 
Fr^iident said. If it does not act 



against the increase, they can 
take effect at the end of the dO-day 
period. 

NIXON'S statement also said 
that the nation's largest firms will 
be adted for detailed reports on 
price changes since the beginning 
of the Phase 3 anti^nflation 
program in January and that die 
council "may order reduction cf 
increases that have ejBceeded the 
standards." 

But while the administration's 
measures sounded tough, 
Treasury Secretary George 
Shultz, who annsuncidtiie actions 
at the White Hoi^, indicated that 
their immediate impact might not 
be very significant. 

He said the price perf<rmance 
fcr most major firms during 
Phase 3 has been "quite good" 
and that the new a nti- inflation 
steps are "an insurance policy 
igiint the ftHnre."

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Tbe Missoun House gave tentative 
approval Wednesday to a resolitkn to adopt the Bqual Ril^ aoMBd- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. 

The 87-73 approval came after a full day's session of debate and the 
addition of mrenl amendments that advoeatca of (be conHlottoiMl 
amendmrat said would, in effect, invalidate the propmal. 

The ix-i^Mwed constitutional amendment ERA, which has been bottled 
up in committee for several months, says: 

"Equality of rights under the law shall not be dentod or lAlldgsd by 
the United States or by any state on account of sex." 

Opponents say it will lead to mandaUry military duty for women if the 
draft is reinstated and would take away same privileges such as 
avoiding jury duty in Missouri, Proponents say it would deoeaae job 
diaerlroinatlon a^dnst woman.

It's the time of year when pet owners iteald be con- 
cerned with the problem of ticks infesting their animals. 

Ticks are commonly found in moist, wooded areas. Not 
necessarily because they like these areas, but because 
tbcse are ttie ntosl likely plms lor tticni to ffinl a

Ticks can cause several diseases and disorders in 
humans and animals he said. 

Rocky MooBtain spotted fever can be transmittod to 
both humans and animals by ticks. The disease is found 
all over the and is Qol lestrlctod to tlie Rocky 
Mountains. 

tlilaremia, or rabbit fever, can t>e transmitted from one 
anlinal to anolber 1^ tfda. •jliis happens most freqi^^ 
among wild anunals. 

Anemia caused by ticks Is also found moneoCliaameiig 

wild animals. 

A MORE SERIOUS disease is anaplasmosis, a vind 
infection of domestic cattle transmitted by ticte. 

Another disorder caused by ticks is paralysis of the 
host. This is caused by a secretion produced by liie female 
tick when it is ready to lay eggs. The female is easily 
identified because it becomes swollen with blood after it 
has been on the host for a short time. The paralysis will 
dear up rapidly if the tick is located and removed, Lin- 
dquist said. 

Tliere are four Idnds of ticks commoidy lound in this 
area, two of which, the brown dog tick and tile wood tick, 
are usually seen on dogs. 

THE BROWN DOG tick is dark reddish brown and 
about one^ightii of an inch long. The wood tick is dark 
brown with a light-colored, mottied pattm and is alMnt 

tbree-sixteenths of an inch long. 

The brown dog tick is capable of living and reproducing 
indoors, so pets should be checked before th^ are allowed 
iiside. Once establiriied in a home, they are difficult to 
e^dicate, he said. 

After the tick selects a host, it works its head under the 
sicin and cements itself in place with a sticlcy secretion. 
Once the head is buried, it is difficult to remove because 
tiie bead has small appendages called hypostomes. Ibese 
work like the barh on a fishhook to prevent flie head 
pulling out. 

Ticks are most easily removed by simply pulling them 
out of the skin, Neil Anderson, associate professor of 
surgery and medicine, said. 

PULLING THE tick out doesn't hurt l}ecause the area is 
already a little sore from the small wound caused by the 
tide, he said. 

When he removes a tick, Anderson tries to pull a tiny 
patch of hair along with it to be sure he gete the skin 
around it. This insures that the tick's head does not break 
oii and remain in the slun. A small amount of bleeding 
may occur, but it is usually not enough for concm, he 
said. 

If the tick is imbedded deep in an ear, the veterinarian 
may use an oil solution to make life so unccnnfortaUe for 
the tick that it will turn loose on its own. 

Burning the tidi to force it to release its grip in the sldn 
is usually not successftil, he said. Simply pwl it out U 
complications develop, see a veterinarian. 

Ttiere are several commercial preparations available 
to kiU and repel tides, but these should be used with care, 
he said.

THIS HAS OtMAE about because 
of a number of factors, but two 

stick out. One is a grading system 
in which a B has nearly become 
the average grade and Pt never 
arc given The other is an attitude 
on the part of most studeMs ttiat 
having a college decree wHI make 
it possiUe for them to make a 
living whether they know 
anything ir not 

In response to the question, **Do 
you want to really understand this 
or do you just want to pass the 
test?", I have too often heard, 
''Are you kkldtog? I just want to 
pass." 

We all have developed the 
abili^ to cram enough 24-hour 
knowledge in to pass, but there 
are few who could evm un- 
derstand the questtoss a week 
later. 

The process is aided by in- 
stmctors who fail to develop 
testing procedures which test the 
ability to understand and apply 
principles, rather than the 
regurgitation of meaningless 
facts. Such tests are not ^ven 
because if they were, three- 
fourths of most classes would 
flurk and the instructor would be 
coitfronted by his or her own 
failure. 

The problem witii K-Slate, as 

with higher education as a whole, 
not too little money. The 
problem Is too many students «^o 
not belong in college and too 
few teachers and administrators 
widi enough intestinal fortitude te 
get rid of them 

All too often, this is due to the 
quest for the almighty dollar. The 
admintetrator thinks: "The mo-e 
stu(tentswe have, the more dough 
we can suck out of the leg- 
islature." The department head 
thinks; "The more majors we can 
attract, the more salary money I 
can get from the dean." Finally 
tte instructor thinks: "I can't 
really spend too much time on 
lesson t^ans, because I've got to 
turn out my research. Since I 
reaOy haven't done that goed a job 
of teaching I better not fkink 
an^Mdy." 

ALL THIS bile does not apply 
across the board. Ttiere are, 
scattered here and th«e among 
the ivy-covered halls, some 
competent and principled in- 
structors. They rarefy remain 
here long, t)ecause they becorne 
too fnistrated with their en- 
virotsneni 
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Some go to other schools in 

search of the truly interested 
student Some go back to the real 
world, drawn by the promise of 
being able to make a living. 

A few of the good ones stay, God 
only knows why. When you are 
fortunate enough to encounter 
one, treasure tlie experience, it 
win not happen often. 

A year or two ago, a member of 
the political science faculty left 
here under prmure. Before he 
left he wrote a letter to the '

Chappel) said people who im- 
personate Twain usually don't get 
as involved as he in perfecting 
Twaiifs facial features. 

"IN THIS PARTICULAR case 
we want the audience to relate 
directly to Mark Twain." he said 
'The whole idea is to create the 
illusion it's Twain himself. We're 
bringing the dead badi to Itf a and 
the audience is looking for 
something magical." 

Aftor ranoving his knit sUrt, 
Chappel 1 placed a custom made 
wig over his short, dait brown 
hair. A painted latex nose and 
carefully drawn lines around the 
eyes and nose and neck dramatize

ABOUT THREE HOURS after 
the initial makeup is applied, the 
transformation from Chappell to 
Twain is complete. 

"For me, I like to take time to 
think about the show," Chappell 
said, "I become TwainlVhiB I pit 
on the moustache." 

Chappell was working on a 
project in southwest Georgia 
when he got the idea of presenting 
Mark Twain on stage. He thought 
the idea was interesting because 
much at Twain's material related 
to contonporary issues in a way 
that peopla didhft fsslatlaetod «r 
condemned. 

Chappell got permission to do 
Holbrook's "Mark Twain 
Tonight" and used a format edited 
by Holbrook. About a year ago he 
started etftlng the matsrlal nsad 
in the performance. 

CHAPPELL CHOSE to portray 
Twain partly because other 
authors didn't relate to currait 
issues as much as Twain does. He 
sakl the major reason for doing 
Twaii^ however, was that he had 
sometbing to say which was 
Important. 



"f fdt it was a clMracter I 

wanted to do — an interesting 
character," ChapptUaaid. "I was 
interested is Twain and what 

Twain had tas^r-" 

Photographs, an M Edison f ibn 
<rf Twain at Ms home in Redding, 
Conn, and published sources 
provided Chappell with material 
to perfect Twain's mannerisms. 
Chappel I's grandfather also had a 
hand m devolving the technique. 

Chappdl said his research of 
Twain goes on all the time. He 
sakl at present his research is 
more intense to help change the 
approach of his program. He 
usually devotes four or five hoiBS 
a day to the study of Twaia 

SEVERAL THINGS are taken 
into consideration when selecting 
material to use for a partknilar 
performance. Chappell likes to 
vary his show from performance 
to performance, so different 
material is presented. Audience 
reaction is another factor. Just as 
the audience reacts to Chappell's 
performance, he uses material to 
play on their reactions. 

"The klea is to sell the tUusion 
that itfs Twain talking to us, beta 
and new," Chappell said

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Open classroom closed to K-Staters

8t. Andrew's decided to change 
its setup two years ago due to a 
falling enrdlnunt and the open 
pliflflBoiiiles of the Hire nuns who 
staff the school. So they knocked 
out the inner waUs on one side of 
the birildlng and carpeted the floor 
In the "Learning Room." 

An open ciassrooni is just that- 
open. The fixed rows w desks In 
small classrooms have been 
rq>laced by small groups of desics 
scattered throu^out one large 
room. Students are free to move 
about in the carpeted Learning 
Room, to work in groups or alone, 
to study in desks or on pillows 
spread out in front of Qm 
bookshelves. There are no 
teachers' d^s in the room; the 
five sisters and the seven fuQ-time 
staff members often sit on the 
floor with the children. 

The program lias been praised 
by severs^ educators. Dorothy 
Craig, K-State*s supervising 
teacher to last year's three 
student teachers at St. Anrew's, 
cidli the program "a fine ex- 
perience for my girls," and 
recommended a continuation of 
the program to Roy Bartel, 
cofKdbMtw oC alndiiit taaehsfa. 

BUT NO Student teachers 

returned to St. Andrews this 
lenwster and the obvious question 
Is why? 

Brining talked in several 
^ucatioQ claasss about St. An- 
Jttvw's and found that very few 
had ever heard of it. Besides being 
little-known, she said, St. An- 
drew's is not Hsted as a special 
offering in the "Professional 
Semestor Information" pamphlet 
given te applying student 



The problems in sending 
teachers to a. Andrew's are as 
varied as the madiodi of teaeUag 
found there, BesMes tlw lack of 
information about the tohool and 
the fact that itls nst Uitad ta d» 
pamphlet give to prospective 
student teachers, the age-old 
problem of fktanclng entrn the 
picture. 

**We have only so much 
financial and people resouroes, 
and we just can't send everyone 
where they want to go," Bartel 
said. The styervising teacher 
rawt travel three or four times 
,^r semester to view the student 
'teachers, he explained, and the 
out4f-the-way expense to visit 
teachers in Abilene would be more 
tban the college couU handle. 

AND IT would appear that 
many student teacben don't wish 
to teach in a dif teent tmm.

Bartell also noted that no formal

"We just can't provide ex- 
periences In all ways of 
education," Bartel answered 
wkra ttfted if it were important 
tat Q>llege of Education to 
make available the open 
da ss CTxan expoience. "To do so 
would add two more years to the 
program." 

"Instead the college has to 
provide basic sources that will 
allow the student to adjust and be 
able to handle any type of 
leaching job," he continued. "We 
can't give the specific teadiing 
experience that the student will 
need because he doesn't know 
where hall g«t a Jdb." 

IN ADDITION, the concept of 

the open classroom is still looked 
upon by many educators and 
parents as a risky experiment 

"I'm sure the open dassroom 
can work," Bartel says. "I'm all 
eDrchMi0s.butItUnkira 
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to try sometMng jwt for the sake 
itf being diffsrant I dont think 
most people are wlllii^ to pay the 
prices for these changes. It takes 
more time, more effort and more 
facilities to have open 
classrooms.**

REPORT TO THE fffUDENTS ON USED BOOKi 
FROM K4TATB UNION BOOKSfORB 

Dear Smdenii: 

Most of you will remember ^t some thne ago the Unkn 
Bookstore initiated the policy of paying 60 percent to students for 
those texts whkh woukl be used again in the following semester. 
(For a fuller ejqioBition of the terms of this policy, please see our 
ad elsewhere in this issue.) We have received many inquiries 
regarding the success of this program from both our own students 
and those of other schoolt. Here is a rq^ of the reeulta for the 
1972-73 sctiod year: 

I. RATIO OF USED TO NEW BOOKS SOLD. 
RusseU Reyndds, Executive Secretary of the National 

Association of College Stores, recently hMttealed that 90 percent 
used books is about the limit which any store can cacpect to 
achieve. Many stores fall far short of 20 percent. However, this 
year, about 27.8 pere«it of ail texOMMfca sokl at the Union were 
used copies. This may be some sort of a natiiiial record, eq^edaUiy 
considering our large volume. 

II. TOTAL SAVINGS TO THE STUDENT. 

Total savings as a result of the Union's used book program was 
$1064114, (Inchidtag ash paid at buy badi), or 21J percent over 
new book [rice for our customers. We are extremely proud of 
this. To put the figures in perspective, even if a store bought all 
new booia and sold them at cost plus esqwnaes td the students, it 
couldn't have saved them as much, while maintaining the same 
level of service. Your Union Bookstore managed to save the 
average student customer SL3 pereent and i&l waa aUe to 
provide rev^ue which hllps i^ppoTt tta flOIMy WTVieM and 
prt^ams of the Union. 

Obviously, the Union's used book program is working. If you 
aren't taking advantage of it, you are shortchanging yourself and 
your fellow student Tliere are only two itini^ ndsa to foDow to 
maactanise yourmlngi:

"Judge Roy Bean" 
Clean naive legend

Part of the great Amerkan myth is that tbe coming of die machine 
eliminated what was essentially innocent and pure about the West and 
the Western Hero. We saw this in Sam Peckinpaugh's "Ballad of Cable 
Hogue" and Robert Altman's "McCabe and Mrs. Miller." Now we have 
this Hollywood version of myth destroyed in John Houston's "The life 
and Timea of Judge Roy Bean." 

While "McCabe" was essentially funky and "Cable Hogue" essentially 
funny, "Roy Bean" is essentially clean and in that way naive. The people 
hi this film are human, tobeiurai but they lack humanity In an effort to 
kB&p the piece wholesome enough for a GP rating, Hollywood baa 
distorted any real depth of character into wishy-washiness. 

On the other hand, Houston's fine conbrol is evident eveiywhare. Any 
attempt at "meaning" in the film is never overstated, or even overrated. 
All tlie characters are essentially anonymous, accumulating in the town 
of Vlmgaroofram nowhere KRiatmi himself plays an old mountain man 
come south to find a place to die. This vingette is a highlight of pathos in 
^fUm. Another is Stacy Keatch as the fey albino gunfighter, Bad Bob: 
Mgh canqi weftam cmnlc funk. 

The cltth^ dettructkKi of the oilfield and a satire of prohibition 
gangster moHea, for instance, the oil ridi, booze rich gangsters may 
drive Pierce Arrovn, tbe streets are stiU wq;iaved and they must rely on 
horses to puU diem from the mud. is certahdy the visual highlight of the 
film. The moral height seems to be tbe idea of henw and thus the "Old 
Wes^' itsdf: it dd not die, it faded out and was replaced by the "new 
west*' Thus with Roy Bean, coming back after twenty years to call 
himself "Justice, you sona of bitches. " Itie myth fades into legend fades 
hito a coUecthre Hollywood subcoosdous lymbol.

Edward Alan Brudno came home 
to his wife and family after years 
in a North Vietnamese prison 
camp, exclaiming, joyously over 
"the excitement of being reborn. " 

But on Monday, his 33rd bir- 
thday, he lay dead, leaving behind 
a two-line note in Frendi that, 
broadly translated, means: 
"There is no sense in living aaiy 
longer, my life la no longer worth 
Uvhig." 

Striving for an explanation for 
the abrupt abouMaoe hi Brudno's 
ouUook tmvavd UCe, a neighbor 

said: 

•HE LOOKED LIKE a regular 
guy. I saw him about the house 
and he lodied okay." 

But apparently there had been 
warning signs. Like odw POWt, 
iw had been under psychiatric 
treatment since his rehim. 

And police quoted his mother-in- 
law, BerniceQItenstein, as saying 
Brudno iiad been d^ressed and 
"contemplating suicide for some 
time. " 

Bnidno was Staying with Henry 
Gitifiihiein and his wife in their 
home here, and it was in his 
bedroom tiiat his body was found 
Sunday. He went to bed about 10 
p.m. Saturday. 

A tan plastic gart>age bag was 
drawn over his head, tiie string 
andmed In Ms hand. 

POLICE CALLED the death a 
suicide. However, dipiify medleal 



estaminer Henry Ryan said the 
bag was not the lethal factor. A 
quantity of sleeping pills was 
found on a bedside table, and a 
toxocology report was awaited, 
Brudno had joined the Air Force 
after graduation from 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Soon after his 
marriage in 1965, he was assigned 
to duly in Southeast Asia. Seven 
months after his arrival, his F-4C 
was M. down ova* North VM> 
nam. 

Brudno had expressed the hope 
of doing graduate work. And he 
apparently fulfilled the first wish 
he had expressed upon returning 
— "to see my wife In uttv 
privacy." 

And repeatedly, to others, he 
expressed tbe wondtfniMit of his 
sfdf*styled r^irth. 



"WHAT A THRILL it is to 
discover the profound changes 
that have taken place during the 

seven years I've been away," be 
marveled on one occasion. 

There was a day he awoke to 
find snow on tlie ground. It moved 
him to ^clatm: "The weather la 
beautiful. I haven't seen smw In 
eight years and I love it" 

"In this new America," Bruno 
also rhapsodized, "I've already 
discovered that some things 
haven't changed. And one is tbe 
generoeity of tbe American 
people. I am proud to be an 
American. God bless you all." 

Outwardly, then, these were the 
expressions oi a man happily 
returned to the people and ptaioai 
he khred.

The June 9, 1920 Collegian 
reported a summer school 
enrollment in excess of 500 
students - 545 to be exact — with 
even more students expected to 
enroll as other colleges and liigh 
schodB ended liieir spring temu. 

The reason for such a large 
enrollment was because "in ad- 
dition to the r^ular list erf sub- 
jects in mathematics, history and 
English, the summer school 
curriculum is offerhig to the 
student body special op- 
portunitites for instruction in 
vocational agriculture and 
commercial trainhig." 

The Collegian reported an 
"unprecedented interest in all 
courses," eq!>ecially a course in 
citizenship. 

The citizenship course consisted 
of a series of guest lecturers, the 
first of which was Judge W.L. 
Uuggins of the Kansas Court of 
Industrial Relatiaiis.

Data gathered 
over tiie Atlantic will be used for 
ecological-studies and to possibly 
locate submerged deposits of sand 
and gravel.

Aspin charges oil exports 
up during time of shortage 



WASHINGTON CAP) - Rep. Les Aspin, Wisconsin 
Democrat charged Monday that in the midst of the 
U.S. energy shortage oil companies are iMMBtfng 
their exports of propane gas by 50 per cent. 

"During the first four months of 1973, propane g/u 
exports have gone up 500,000 barrels for a totel of 1.8 
million barrels or 50 per cent higher than for the 
same period last year," Aspin said. 

The figures cfMne from Bureau of Cowus ocpcrt 
date, he said. 

MOST OF THE gas was exported to Mexico and 
Japan, Aspin said. 

"The giant oil companies are robbing MldwiBlani 
farmers of desperately needed propane, dlsf^ylng 
once again an absolute and total contempt for the 
public," Aspin said. 

He said the CExport price of propane has nearly 



tripled tn the last year, frun $3.30 a barrd to ft JO a 
barrel. 

A SPOKESMAN for the American Petroleum 
Institute, an industry graip, said contract for the 
Japanese shipments were made in 1972 when stocks 
of liquified pe^^ileum gases mie at an all- time high. 

The federal government encouraged such tran- 
sactions at the Ume because of the natiOD's trade 
deficit, he said. Tlie contracts are not I 
and new contracts are being negotialsd te 
gas to the United States, he said. 

THE SHIPMENTS to Mexico come from the Four 
Corners area of the Southwest, the spokesman said. 
The gas is hauled by truck to Northern Mexico to 
meet critical demands and no «:ononucal means is 
available to ship it to the AUdwest or East, he added.

SPACE CENTER HoiHt«n CAP) 

— Sky tab's astronauts p ffym J 
Tuesday for a bokl mi un- 
precedented space waft attenqH 
to salvage a broken solar panel 
and end a critical power shortage 
at>oard their orbiting laboratray. 

Astronauts Charka Conrad Jr., 
Dr. Joseph Kerwin and Paul Weitz 
studied a complex pnqxsal for the 
repair job and sdwduled a review 
session with experts on the ground 
who drew up the plans. The space 
walk is tentatively set for U a.m. 
Central Daylight Time Thursday.

Ehrlichman testimony reveals threat 



WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

former presidential adviser says 
he was told that Watergate con- 
^ spirator G. Gordon Liddy once 
thrraitened to kill the deputy 
director of Presidnet Nixon's re- 
daction committee. 

John Ehrlichman, in a 
deposition taken last month and 
released Tuesday, said Jeb 
Magruder, the committee official, 
told him erf the death threat last 
April 14. 

According to Ehrlichman's 
testimony, the threat was made 
around mid-March 1972, when 
Liddy was allegedly trying to get 
approval for a grandiose sctwine 
for inl^ttiieiiet gatlwrtaic and 
wiretapping. 

AT SOME POINT, Magruder 

put bis hand on Liddy's shoulder 
or touched him in some way "and 
Uddy reacted very vlotentiy," 
Ehrlichman said. There were no 
blows, Ehrlichman said. "He, 
Liddy, just threatened to WD 
him." 

Ehrlichman said he did not 
fg^now what precipitated the out- 
btnst and Ik did not state tbo 
exact words used. 

At another point Ehrlichman 
said Magruder told him that the 
alleged (teath threat made him 
fearful because Ltddy "had been 
know to carry a gun, that he 
considered him to be a rather 
unstable cltaractar . . .** 

EHRLICHMAN'S TES'HMONY 
included an allegation by 
Magruder that John Mitchell 
approved the wiretapping d the 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters in the Watergate 
office building. Ehrlichman said 
Mitchell refused to discuss the 
matter with him and said lie did 
not bring it up with a third roan, 
Frederick LaRue, who was said to 
have been present whifi Mltehril 
approved the plan. 

Mitchell was the director of the 
Committee for the Re-etoction of 
the President; Magruder was 
deputy director and LaRue was a 
MitcheU aide. 

EHRLICHMAN, whO waS 
Nixon's chief adviser on domestic 
affairs, said he la Ilced to 
Mafnider in connection with 
InstnicttMis from Nixon last 



March 30 that he conduct an in- 
vestigatiaii of tbe Watergate af- 
fair. 

According to Ehrlichman, 
Nixon said it was evident tliat the 
man who had been respoorible for 
the previous White House in- 
vestigation, John W. I>ean III, was 
involved in the scandal "up to his 
eyebrows." Dean, the White 
House counsel, was fired April 30, 
and Ehrlichman resigned his post 
the same day. 

Meanwhile Tuesday, a White 
House spokesman said a review is 
being made on whether logs 
detailing conversations between 
President Nixon and fired counsel 
John Dean III will be made 
available to Watergate 
prosecutors. 

DEPUTY PRESS 
SECRETARY Gerald Warren told 
repotters Monday the lo^ of 
presidential appointments and 
telephone calls would not be - 
sup^ied to the fodoal grand jury 
investigating the Watergate 
scandal, or to senators holding 
televteed hearings on ttie same 
subject. 

Warren said Tuesday he had, on 
his own, ventured an erromous 
interpretation of what he h^ bem 
authorized to say. 

Warren said the authentic WMte 
Hmise position is that the logs are 
considered as presidential papers 
and tinis are not subject to sub- 
poena. That would be con- 
stitutionally inappropriate, he 
said. 

HOWEVER. Warren said he 
"did not mean to say what would 
or would not be made available" 
on some possible basis otl^r than 
the subpoena. 

He said the question would be 
reviewed by Wiiite House counsel 
and the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor Arcltfbald 
Cox. 

After Warren had said Monday 

the records would not be 
produced. Cox had told a news 
confer^ice, "I shall insist on 
access to everv'thing." 

Later in the day, Samuel Dash, 
majority counsel to ttw Senate 
Watergate committee, said those 
logs would be subpoenaed fairly 
soon.

THE LOGS became Inqiortant 
after it was reported that Dean 
was prepared to testify that he 
had met with Nixon 35 to 40 times 
to discuss aspects of the covoupi 
The White House has said 
repeatedly that the President 
knew nothing of the coverup. 

In still another move to placate 
critics who contend he has been 
too isolated, Nixon said he would 
include the two congressitHial 
Republican leaders.

Meantime, a former ai^ in the 
Nixon re-election campaign told 
the Senate Watergate committee 
that be put documents labeled 
"Gemstone " — the code word for 
political espionage papers — into 
a file intended for use at a meeting 
with Mitchell. Robert Reisner, at 
one time an aide to Magruder, 
said the Gemstone material went 
into a file of "things Mr. 
Magruder wished to take up to Mr. 
Mitchell." 

In other developments at- 
torneys for former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice Stans are 
seeking to delay Stans' scheduled 
appearance this week before the 
Senate Watergate committee 
because Stans is under indictment 
in New York.

OFFICULS SAW that Conrad 
and Kerwin wUl do the actual 
space wa& and Conrad, the 
mission commander, will take 00 
the most hazardous role — 
crawling 25 feet down the Side of 
the lube-shaped apaoesUp. 

A plan for the space walk was 
prepared by Skylab 1 twdnip 
commander RusmU Schwekkart 
and sent upteCoBiMdooa ratio 
teleprinter. 

During their scheduled space 
walk, Conrad and Kerwin wUl be 
trying to fix a wing-shaped 
aluminum beam which contains 
three folded panels of solar cells. 
The wing is 30 feet l«ig, hinged 
against the side of ^ qiace 
statkna and wei^ one ton. 

A ONE-INCH METAL strap, 
bent out of place when a sun shield 
ripped off during Skylab's May 14 
laimch, is jamming the wing. 

Plans for the salvage job call for 
the spacewalkers to leave the 
space craft through a hatch and 
then assemble five-foot lengths of 
tubing into a 25-foot pole. A cable- 
cutting tool will be attached to one 
end of the pole. The astronauts 
will extend the pole and clamp 
jaws of the cutting tool onto the 
aluminum strap jamming Vbm 
wing. 

Kerwin will attach the butt end 
of the pole to the base of an an- 
tennae. He also will tie one end of 
a rope to a strut. 

USING THE PotF as a hand- 
hold, Conrad will scramble 25 
feet down from the hatch to the 
stuck solar wing. He will attach 
the other end of the rope to a vent 
on the solar wing. 

With Conrad moving to one side, 
holding onto the rc^, Kerwin then 
will try to cut the ahiminum strap 
by pulling a lanyard to actlvale 
the bolt cutter.

Walking through the food line 
today students may have noticed a 
tuna salad that has been enjc^red 
in the past for around $.50 but has 
increased to |.90 — an incrrase 
that may hinder Qie diner*! taste 
for tuna. Milk, soft drinks, 
poultry, meat and sea food items 
have also seen substantial price 



THE COLLEGIAN reported on 

April 4, 1973, that Merna Zeigler, 
food service manager, and her 
staff were planning to evaluate 
the Union food prices at the end of 
the semrater and plans were 
underway to make several ad- 



the prices of several staple food 
items haven't jumped as much as 
Oie meats but eggs and poultry 
have gone up neu^ as IMdl at 
the red meats. 

ZEIGLrat ATTRIBUTED an 
unbudgeted si^ry increase Jaa 
1, resulting in a five per cent raise 
for many food service employees, 
as another financial proUem for 
the Union Food Service.* She said 
that, "labor occupies about SO per 
cent of the income dollar and aU 
labor that is expended must be 
considered as part of Iii9 ■tfUng 
price. 

Zeigler said that **ttie reason 



pay increase hit the food service 
so hard is that the money the 
service pays out must come badi 
in through income. In order to 
meet the budget, the food pricea 
must be raised." 

In figuring the price incrwiai, 
Zeigler said dietitians have gone 
to each recipe and figured Qie cost 
ot each serving in order to come 
out with a plus rather than minus 
income. 

Zeigler added that Union staff 
members who pr^iare and serve 
the food ataould not be bdd 
responsible for hicreased prtoea 
that th^ bad no poiaible conlrol 
over. 



The food inrtee evalnatlon has 

been going on during intersession 
and Zeigler said Tuesday that her 
staff has found some surprising 
duuages. She noted that "dropping 
prices are rare in comparison

Tuttle Creek park fees 
vary with recreation area 



Students planning to spend some leisure af- 
ternoons at Tuttle Creek Reservoir ttlls nitftHftf 
may find they have to pay for sun and sand. 

The fees being charged for use of the parli vary 
with the location and type of recreation available. 

CERTAIN AREAS OF the park are controlled by 
the Kansas park system while others are under Om 
auspices of the U.S. Corps of Engineers. These two 
agmcies are entirely separate and have different 
methods of charging patrons. 

Four arou at Tuttle Creek are maintained by tiie 
state park service. They include the River Pond 
area, or **Tuttie Puddle" as it is more commonly 
called. Permits are required for veUeles bekwiglng 
to persons using these areas. Dalfy permits art H 
per vehicle and a yearfy pmnit costs tB. 



IHESE PERMT8 are valid for «qy state park in 

Kansas If a person wtahes to register more than one 
vehicle there is an additional fee of |1 per vehicle per 
year. 

The corfs of Engineers has seven improved areas 
at Tuttle Creek. This is the first year park visitors 
have been reqirirod to pay for the use of Hiese areu. 

Payments, collected on the honors system, are 
deposited in boxes at each area. The fees vary from 
SO cents to |3 depending upon ttie acthd^ and 
location. 

Both agencies have rangers to enforce regulations 
and rangerettes to encourage campers anl swim- 
mers to pay fees. 

TutUe Creek is open 24 hours a day although 
lifeguards are on duty at the River Pond area only 
until 8 p.m.

Corps loses battle 
with campers

**You can't fight city hall." How often have you heard 

that? Probably mm timei than you care to remember. 
It's too bad that so many people believe it's the truth. 

A few weeks ago a relatively small group of western 
Kansans took on one of the largest "city halls" in the 
nation — and won! 

The "dty hall" they were fighting was the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. The citizens were not a highly 
organized group of lobbyists. They were just ordinary 
folks who were being pushed around and didn't care for 
It 

It seems that the Kansas City district of the Corps was 
going to make some major changes in the designated 
camping areas at Wilson Lake, located in west cantral 

Kansas. 

THESE CHANGES involved restrictions which would 
have forced campers to park their campers and pitch 
their tents ody In r^ons vbm (lie Corps saw fit to tot 
them. Most of these people have been freely choosing 
their own spot for more than six years at Lake Wilson. 
Needless to say , they didn't take it lying down. 

The Corps justified its actions by claiming that the 
campers were being restricted to reduce pollution, 
control erosioD and to '^preserve the area for future 
geii«*ations." 

Ed Poole, Corps spokesman, told the group of campers 
that there was no pollution problem at Wilson Lake. The 
group promptly pointed out that if there was no pollution, 
then there should be no need to restrict ean^iers to 
reduce pollution. 

The group also pointed out that a pollution problem 
would develop if the Corps went ahead with its plans to 
restrict camping to only six miles of the more tiun 100 
mUes ol Stoeline available to lake users. When several 
thousand people are forced into a congested area — 
especially during a long holiday weekend — pollution 
and litter automatically become problems. 

THE OTHER major justification for the restrictions 
was to preserve the area for future generations. 

"What about us? We paid for building the lake and for 
develcqping it. Don't we have a right to use it?" That 
question was asked many times and in many forms. It 
never received a decent answer. 

The best way to preserve the area is to use it wisely. 

Concentrating the camping, boating and fisiung 
population into a small area is not wise use. Under such 
heavy traffic the space would become a collecting pouit 
for the litter and refuse people seem not to notice in a 
crowd. In more isolated spots the Utter is more 
noticeable and people are more likely to clean up after 
themselves. 

ALSO, if people are concentrated in a small area, the 
destruction (rf vegetation and arosion the Corps seems to 
be worried about is bound to become a problem. If the 
traffic is spread over a larger section^ the vegetation has 
a chance to recover before any lasting damage is done.

Comiti said: 

"Speaking not only as government spokesman 
but also as a physician, I can say that the president 
is in excellent form." 

Comiti is a medical doctor, although he has not 
practiced for the last severfU years. He has been 
active in politics. He did not say whether he 
examined Pompidoa prttfessionaUy. 

Comiti reiterated the official explanation that 
Pompidou suffered a series of flu attacks during 
the winter tliat have left him fatigued and forced 
hhn to caned some at his ceremodal 
enflasEements.

to $86,000 per year. 

Insurance companies cited the 
reason for the increase as campus 
unrest and inadequate fire 
protection equipment on the K- 
State campus. 

The Insurance Services Com- 
pany, an independent rating 
service, says Kansas State 
University Is rated class lO-F, the 
lowest rating given. It said the 
reason for the low rating is the 
lack of a full-time ftredq^rtmeiit 
on campus. 

Dr. Paul Young, vice president 
of university development said 
there were no plans for 
establishing a fire d^MtrtiMnt flo 
eaniiis.

Nixon tries to shore up 
anti-inflation programs 



W.ASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Nixon's administration 
flashed new signs WednaidBy that 
measures to shore up its anti- 
inflation programs are under 
active and intensive con- 
sideration. 

Melvin Laird, named as Nixon's 
new domestic policy adviser, 
disclosed the President will meet 
today with Democratic and 
Republican members of Congress 
and then with his Cabinet. 

Later, however, the White 
Hoiue said the meeting with 
cQQgressnira had been ctiled off. 



Kelley to 
head FBI 



WASHINGTON (AF> — 
President Nixon will name 
Kansas City Police Chief CM. 
Kelley to become a permanent 
director of the FBI, ad- 
ministration sources said Wed- 
nesday. 

The While House is ^pected to 
malte ti» announcement today. 

Earlier Wednesday, the Justice 

Department had identified Kelley 
and James A da mas and William 
SuUivan, now in charge of the 
FBI's field offices in San Antonio 
f^nd Philadelphia, respectively, as 
apparently ttie finalists amoiHt the 
field from which President Nbcfflll 
made his selection. 

Kelley, an FBI agent for more 
than 20 years before becoming 
Kansas City police chief in 1961, 
left Washington Wednesday after 
meeting with administnition aides 
for the put three days. 

KELLEY WOULD become the 
second permanent director of the 
agency if confirmed by the Senate 
and would replaoe acting chief 
William Ruckelfllisus. 

After the death of J. Edgar 
Hoover 13 months ago, L. Patrick 
Gray III was nominated by Nixon. 
Gray resigned <hi April 26 after it 
was disclosed that he had 
destroyed documwits takcp from 
tte White House safe of convicted 
Watei^ate conspirator E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. 

Rurketshaus, administrator of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, agreed to accept the 
position Innporari^ oo April 27. 



Asked if Nixon would move soon 
to strengthen the fight against 
inflation. Laird said, "I will be 
making some recommendaUons" 
to the President on wage-price 

At another point during his 
White House news conference, the 
former Defense secretary said, 
"Those people that are 
speculating against tlw dollar are 
making a grave errm' thst I think 
they will live to regret." 

Asked on what basis be made 
such a statement, Laird said« "I 
think it will be based upon actions 
that the President of the United 
States will take on Capitol HiU." 

Sources said the President has 
put his anti-inflation program 
under another intensive review. 
But they reported that m 
decisions had been made 

Nixon met with his economic 
advism Tuesday. 

There was no indication the 
government was ready to move 
with dramatic new initiatives to 
fight inflation. A report on 
wholesale prices in May is due 
Thursday, and it was learned that 
the administratlflO his received 
advance word that parioes went up 
sharply again. The report is ex- 
pected to add new pressure on the 
President to act It was learned 
also that tighter controls in the oil 
industry are under consideration. 

The Thursday session with 
congressional leaders and with 
the Cabinet is the kind of meeting 
that normally precedes major 
policy announcements. But th^ 
was no indication the government 
was ready to move with dramatic 
new initiatives to combat in> 
flation. 

Nixon is facing intense new 
pressure from both Democrats 

and Republicans on Capitol Hill to 
get toi^ with inflation. Senate 
Democrats are badcing a new 
freeze on wages and prices. In 
Paris, Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, told 
repwters that he favored stronger 
action against inflation. He said 
that monetary policy has lad to 
bea r too great a burden in ngbting 
inflation. 

The admiiustration's economic 
advisers in recent weeks have 
been brushing off suggestions that 
the nation should return toa wage- 
price freeze. The 1971 freeze came 
when the economy was extremely 
slack, they said, implying tiiat a 
freeze now would do mwe harm 
than good.

Moforcyclists learn safety 



When summer ndb around, one 

of the more common impulses 
among students is to hop on a 
motorcycle, and hit the open road. 

"In the last ten years, use of 
motorcycles has increased 550 per 
cent, while deattu fram cycles 
have increased 350 per cent," said 
Jerry Merrell, assistant prctfessor 
of Curricidum and Insfaruction. 
Merrell is die instructor of a new 
course entitled Motorcycle Safety 
Education, and author of the 
Driver and Traffic Safety 
Education Curriculum Guide tat 
Kansas. 

The course is designed to fit the 
needs of two groups, he said. The 
first group is 20 driver education 
teachers who will incorporate 
motorcycle safety education into 
their courses. The second group is 
20 students who have just com- 
pleted driver's education, and 
want to learn how to handle a 
motorcycle corapetmtiy- 

THE GROUPS will meet about 
five times a week, according to 
Merrell, and will attend ap- 
proximately eight hmirs of lab 
worit during the session. The 
course has sessions dealing with 
classroom, range or (rff-street, 
and on-street instruction. 

"Eighty per cent of all car-cycle 
accidents are the fault of the car 
^ver." Merrell said the course is 
designed to educate riders and 
drivers to the hmitations and 
weaknewet of the motorcycle. 



Bye control and checking at 
intersections are two things in 
particular that Merrell believes 
staideDte should learn from the 



Car drivers will often say, after 
they have Mt a ^de ridtf . that 



ttiey just dhbi't see him." MerreD 
said. "Motorcycle riders should 
be aware of the fact that they are 
aiyUy obsbructed from the view of 
other drivers."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 
campaign treasurer Hugh Sloan 
Jr. testified Wednesday he 
warned John EbritclUiuin last 
July the entire Nixon re-election 
organization might be involved in 
the Watergate affair. He said the 
White House aide told him: "I 
don't want to know. " 

Sloan said also that Jeb Sttiart 
Magruder told him he might have 
to commit perjury and that he told 
both presidential counsel John 
Dean III and Watergate 
prosecutors about it 

Sloan said he Udd Dean he felt so 
strongly "about what Magruder 
iiad forced on me in the way of a 
personal decision . . . that if 
Magruder were ever presented 
btfore any Senate committee for 
confhmation to a high public 
office, I would go to that com- 
mittee and testify against tiim." 

Dean assured him that would 
never happen, said Sloan, who 
resigned as campaign treasurer 
teoiuse (tf the Watergate scandal.

Cox filed a mMnorandum hi 

federal court asking that future 
potentially incriminating 
testimony be tdcen In dosed

CoK had failed in an attempt to 
persuade the committee to call off 
the hearings, expressing fears tiie 
wide exposure might impede 
investigation of the scandal and 
increase tiie risk that guilty 
parties will go free. 

Sloan had given Watergate 
conspirator G. Gordon Liddy 
$199,000 in campaign funds. After 
five men Liddy had recruited 
were arrested in the Watergate 
burglary, he said, Magruder told 
him the amount would have to be 
scaled down when Invastlgatafs 
started questt{Hiing. 

He was asked why be didn't 
question a disbursement of 
$350,000 to Gordon Stractian, an 
assistant to White House ctiief of 
staff H.R. Haldeman. That money 
and the sums that went to Liddy, 
Sloan said, were part of $1,777,000 
cash funds Sloan gave to various 
people with auliioriBittai tnm 
higher officials. 



Fighting quickens 
while officials talk 



SAIGON (AP) — Hie pace of fighting quidHUied Wedmsitijr in i 
regions of South Vietnam and Cambodia as the United Stetas met wifit 
North Vietnam in Paris in an effort to halt the hostUilies. 

The Saigon command reported heavy fighting in the Mekong Delta for 
the third straight day and a new nih of attacks in the central eoMlal 
province of Qwng Ngai. 

IN CAMBODIA, a large force of rdbeb swept down on Highway 4 near 
the farming village of Ang Snud, 13 miles southwest of Phnom Penh, and 
occupied a three-mile segment of the roadway running from the capital 
to the sea. Hundreds of villagers fled to ha vens nearer Phnom Penh. 

While president Nixon's special adviser, Henty Kissinger, conferred in 
Paris with Hanoi's Le Due Tho, President Nytqren Van TtUeu called a 
meeting in Saigon of the South Vietnamese National Security Council to 
asseiB the miUtaiy and poUtiGal sltuatloat. 

REPORTS SAID South Vietnamese troops had be«i placed on a higher 

state of alert for what government sources described as possible 
eleventh-hour land-grabbing operations by Communist — led forces to 
beat the Joint appeal. 

But Ma j Gen. Hoang AnhTuan, head of the Viet Cong delegation to the 
two-party Joint Military Commission, said cetebrations and various 
types of recreation were under way throui^iout South Vietnam's 
"liberated areas" to mark the fourth anniversary Wednesday of the 
founding of the Viet Cong's Provisional Revolutionary Government 



"I THINK my curiosity had 

really run out at tliat point in 
time," said Sloan. 

He said the meeting with 
Ehrlichman was in the White 
House on July 23, five weela i^r 
Rve of Lidfty's coconspirators 
were arrested in the Democratic 
Party headquarters in the 
Watergate office building. 

"I lielieve he interpreted my 
being th«% as peraonai fear," 
Sloan tcdd the senators. "He in- 
dicated to me that I had a special 
relationship to the White House. If 
I needed help in getting a lawyer, 
he'd be glad to do that, but 'don't 
tell me any of the details. I don't 
want to know. My position would 
have to take eiecutlve 
privii^e.* " 

Sloan testified that he had 
become concerned earlier at tiie 
massive cash disbursements, and 
that he took up the matter with 
Maurice Stans, former secretary 
of commerce who headed taoA' 
raishig for the re«leetloii ma- 
paiga 

He quoted Stans as saying he 
would check into Magruder's 
authority to approve such 
disbursements and later that he 
had conferred with Mitchell and 
confirmed Magruder had such 
atllfaotffy. 

AS FOR the purpose for which 
Uddy needed the money, Sloan 
said, Stans told him: "I do not 
want to know and you do not want 
to know." 

Stans and Mitehell, along with 
two others, recently were indicted 
on charges stemming from a 
$200,000 campaign oaoMbiltiai by 
Rot>ert L. Vesco. 

Sloan said he met wltti lawyers 
for the reflection committee and 
told them about the Uddy money 
and llagnid^s sumx^^mw.

Nixon's re-election campaign. 

Porter said he also lied to the FBI and to the Watergate grand jury. 

Liddy, who has been convicted of conspiracy, burglary and illegal 
wiretapping, was in charge of "dirty tridcs" in the campaign, Porter 
testified. He said he had always previously been told by Magruder that

Pollution no solution 
to energy shortage

F^iel shoitages are goiiig to make life to tills counti^ 

inconvenient and maybe even a little uncomfortable for 
the next few years. Fuel consumers are going to have to 
curtail their use of petroleum products to keep from 
exhausttog supplies. 

Homes may not be as warn to winter or as cool in 
summer, speed limits may be reduced, and products 
which consume large amounts of energy may disappear 
I'rom the market. Fuel is already being rationed in many 
areas and prices have tocreased. It wfll get worse bdore 
it i^ts better. 

In the light of the discomfort and inconvenience that 
will almost certainly result from the shortager we must 
not put aside environmental concerns. 

In their own subtle miy the major petroleum 
producers are already beginnhig to prepare the public 
for the fight that will no doubt occur over such things as 
(^-fihore driUiog and the Alaska pipeliQe. 

PAY SPECIAL attention the next time Johnny Cash 
appears on your tube to tell you hdw much Standard Oil 
Company is doing to help you with your eoirgy 

problems. 

As you watch , the picture before you wiU show a couple 
of the biggest poUuters of the seas — mammoth oil 
tankers and olf-ebore drilling platfonns. 

And, while you are sitting there absorbing this pteture» 
Cash is telling you what a wonderful thing it is to live in 
this great country where "we" all work together to solve 
our problems — "we" being the public and Standard. 

If you are like most people, you will watdi and listen 
and nie it away to the back of your mind without 
realizing it. But, some day in the near future, when you 
hear someone bad-mouthing Standard, giant tankers, 
drilling platforms or some other phase of the industry, 
you wUl recaU just what a nice company Standard really 
is and not believe a word of what yeu are hearing. 

AT LEAST that's what is supposed to happen. If you 
realize that you are being subjected to a campsign to 
sway public optoion, you just might retato your ob- 
jectivity. 

Objectivity will be important when the time comes to 
make the decision whether we should continue to burn up 
everything we take out of the ground and pollute our- 
selves to extinction or to restrsdn ourselves and use a 
httle common sense. 

If we throw caution to the winds when the time comes 
to choose between quality of life in the long haul and 
comfort for a short while, we will all be losers. 

Environmental considerations must not be pushed out 
of the picture. If anything, they are more important now 
than ever have bens. 

IF WE IGNORE the environment and allow the 
unrestrained corruption of it, the quality of life in the 
next few years may deteriorate to the pirint where most 
Americans could hardly recognize the country. 

The big push for the pipeline and off-shore drilling 
hasn't been started yet. It will come, though, and when it 
does, too many people may have been lulled into a false 
sense <tf security by the attempts to mold their optoions. 

Hie only h<^ is that enough people will not have been 
fooled by the iffopayinda to sit back and watch until it's 
too late.

The wing snapped into place and the three solar 
power panels in it unfolded partially. BOssion 
Control said two of the three panels were 40 per 
cent deployed and the other about 30 per cent. 
Officials said this was enough to charge eight 
unused batteries aboard S^lab, providing a 
significant boott in ttie woricshop's power.

The 2nd District congressman's views were read 
at a meeting of farmers here by one of the 
congressman's aides. 

In his statement, Roy said he has received 
several communications from residents of the 
Meriden area who are in dire need of fuel. 

WASHINGTON — The Senate Thursday turned 
down a farm bill amendment which would have 
ended all direct subsidies to producers of cotton, 
wheat and feed grain over a three-year period. 

The vote was 80-14 against the amendment, 
sponsored by Sen. James Buddey, New Ymk 
Republican. He called his proposal "a first stop 
toward the Uberation of Uie farmer." 

WASHINGTON — The television code board 
Thursday laid down principles against ads that 
exploit, frighten or appeal to violent behavior on 
children's TV programs. 

Another of the 10 principles adopted by the 
National Association of Broadcast Television 
Review Board says: 

"Appeals shall not be used which dhrectly or by 
im^ication contend tliat if chOdren have a 
product, they are better than their peers or lacking 
it will not be accepted 1^ tbeir peers.'* 

WHITE PLAINS* N.Y. — A medieal examiner 
said Thursday that returned prisoner of war Capt.

Nearly 300 researchers and instructors are expected to meet in 
Manhattan June l8-i5 to discuss cancer research and flu arte made to- 
federal grants for biomedical research. 

Hie 32nd annual symposium of the Society for Developmental Biology 
is being hosted by the K-State biology department 

L. Evans Roth, head of the K-State biology department and chairman 
of the local planning committee, said the society is comprised of those 
interested in and working with the control processes of cells. He said this 
varies from embryos to cell tiehavior and inrlitdft "how oeUi are 
changed when they become cancerous." 

Roth said qieaiE«ni from across die nation and one fran Australia iriO 
discuss various aspects of carcinogenesis and immunity. Noting that the 
symposium is partially sponsored by tlie National Cancer Inatitue, be 
said they wiU he bnnight hara at canildiralite eotpenee 'liecwiM th^n 
that good."

Gas crisis cuts mowing

When he retired, they hoped to 
travel abroad, but find now they 
would have to dip into their 
savings. 

"I'm not spending for same 
things tiiat people might call 
frivolous but are tiems which just 
nuike for the good life," he said. 

"WHERE I was able to bank 
possibly $400 a month out of my 
income when I retired, now I an 
able to bank about $200." 

The Wooldridges do allow 
themselves one minor luxury, an

Everett outlined his views In a 
prepared statement Mdmitted to 
the special l^islative committee 
on criminal law and procedures. 

THE ATTORN E Y general 
anieared in person to testify 
befmv the committee which is 
headed by Rep. G T Van Bebber, 
Troy Republican. The conunittee 
is charged with making VtmM^ 
suggested by Everett. 

Everett said his interest in the 
use of eavesdropping long 
preceded the Watergate incident. 

"Rumors, however unfounded, 
indicate that this ^pe of un- 
checked eavesdropping is oc- 
curring in our state and has been 
occurring for aonie fiiiie,'* Everett 
said. 

"If nothing else, affidavits of 
various major departments of 
state and local agencies could be 
requested as to whether or not 
:4lthere is any use of iUidt 
wiretapping in Koflsas. 



"NEXT WE should check iU 
past legal use to see the reasons 
for the taps, the number of taps 
used, and wtiose phone has been 
tapped." 

Everett was critical of a bill 
whkh he said he understands had 
been reiinerted Iqr the attorney 
gensfaL 

"Perhaps there is good in that 
bill, but we should be unaltanbly 
oppooid to an «iEtniioa or our 
present authority in vinitap' 
ping," Everett said.

So fte in 1973, he said, his office 
has med two court-approved 
wiretaps, one in a murder case, 
and tlie other in a case involving 
nareoOcs, bae0ny and arson. 

The attorney general said those 
are the only court-approved 
wiretaps in the entire state during 
the period from Jan. 1, 1971 up to 
the present date. 

"I have no knowledge of any 
illegal wiretaps in Kansas," 
Miller told iSm iwrnmittBt 

Van Bebber said the committee 

hopes to hear from law en- 
forcement and telephone com- 
pany offleials at the eonmiittai's 
next meeting, June 28, on Iww 
wiretaps may be accomplished.

Brandt left Germany in 1933 
after Adolf Hitler came to power 
and remained for the duration of 
Wwld War II in Norway and 
Swedrai working as a |ourna&t 
He returned to Germany after the 
war. He was r^rded as a Nazi 
opponent, 

BRANDT 18 the first West 
German dmaenMm ever to visit 
Isra^ formed » fmm ago m a 

Jewish nation. 

For a handful of Israeli Jews, 
the sight of Brandt's air force jet 
and the somid of the German 
anthem — formerly called 
"Deutschland Uber Alles" — was 
an emotional jolt. About lOO of 
them came to heavily guarded 
Lod airport to witness the scene, 

Israel provided a generally 
warm and uneventfia wdeMM far 

Brandt. 

Even the demonstrators — 
about 200 members of the Betar 
ri^-4Hng youth group — were 
reserved. Atmost apolc^eUcally, 
they said they raspeeted Brandt 
as a warn bat not Mi oounliy. 



PREMIER MEIR told Brandt 
he vras esteemed hi Israel for 

fighting the Nazis "in the darkest 
period for the human race and 
especially for the Jewish peofde." 
Brandt's four-day visit "will be of 
major importance in furthering 
relatinis between our peo[d^" 
she said. 

Brandt flew by helicopter to 

Jerusalem, joined a motorcade 
with Jeeps carrying machine guns 
at eadi end, and drove past the 
demonstrators to Yad Vashem, 
Israel's stark and stirring 
montunent to victims of the World 
War U iMlocausL 

Glancing at bUusk paving stones 

engraved with the names of 
Hitler's death cam[», Grandt 
drnmed a black hat, plaoed a 
wreath of roses near an eternal 
flame and recited portions of 
Psalm 108 In German: 

'*Tbe Lord is merdftd and 

gracious . . . plenteous in mercy 
. . . neither will He keep His anger 
forever . . ." 

MINUTES later Brandt began 
his officUl talks with Mrs. Mabr 
and about 40 of the young 
demonstrat(»rs jostled near the 
premier's office carrytaig mere 
placards and yelling "Nazis! 
Nazis!" Police permitted the 
demonstrations but kept them 
well away from Brandt. 

The first session of talks be- 
tween the two leaders — which are 
not expected to produce any 
dramatic results — lasted an hour 
and 20 minutes, and Mrs. Meir 
made the rare gesture of ac- 
companying Brandt to his car 
whten the meeting ended. Shoute q[

Adoption a part 
of family planning

While adoption of children is a subject far removed 
from the University community, it may become an 
imiportaiil legal prooBdute for lome young fuaily ia the 

WITH THE push for planned parenthood, which has 
become an important issue the past few years, it seems 
dear Uiat child adoptioii coidd play a part ia UamXty 
piaiming with positive results. 

The human events that surround adoption are 
sometimes heartbreaking, and the decision to consent 
release of a child is often the last available solution. In 
some cases parents cannot support their diild or 
children and consent to their adoption. A more common 
source for child adoption is the unwed mother who is too 
immature, unwilling or unable to accept the respon- 
sibilities of a chUd. While both cases are unfortunate, 
th^ dictate a need for poeitiire actioo toward ddld 
adoptioii. 

ONE OF THE biggest problems in adoption is the fact 
that many families seeldng to adopt, request the child to 
be under a year old. Because of laner demand, older 
children are frequently availble but adoptive parents 
don't consider older children suitable for their particular 
situation. Although the age of a child up for adoption is 
an important consideration, the popularity of infant 
children often turns adoption into a case of supply and 
demand and not the provisian of good bcineB for 
disregarded children. 

It is important to note that there is no single source for 
child adoption. A child may be obtained by direct 
negotiation wlfii the parosts or legal guardian of the 
dhild. A more common source for child adoption is a 
licensed public or private agency auHiortaEed to plaoe 
children for adoption, 

PARENTS SEEKING to adopt a child should become 
informed about child placement agencies because it is 
their Job to meet the needs of the child and the wishes of 
the adoptive applicants in placing a chUd. Physical 
characteristics, mental capacity, personality and 
religious background are aU important coosidarations in 
f incSng the best posidble conditions for bo^ cbild and 
adoptive family. 

If the child should fail to develop ncHrmaUy, if the 
adoptive family does not desire to continue with the 
adoption, or if the adjustment is unsatisfactory, the 
agency wiU receive the child into their custody again and 
care for him until anotlier plan is made. 

ALTHOUGH THESE regulations are necessary for the 
benefit of child and family it is important that adoption is 
carefully planned from the beginning so children are not 
sidtijected to constant shuffling from family to family. 

Adoption laws and procedures are complicated in 
many cases and it is often necessary for families seeking 
to adopt a child to consult legal aid. 

If the adopting parents can maintain patience and 
exercise caution tiu'ough the adoption process it is worth 
the lives that can be folfilled through proper care and a 
ixmie.

INGE WON the Pulitzer prize 
for drama in 1950 for his play 
"Picnic." He also won an 
Academy Award in 1982 for his 
screenplay of "j^^leodor te the 
Grass." 

He reportedly had been 

distressed recently because of a 

lack of screenwriting work. 

Investigators said Inge had 
been admitted to the UCLA 
Medical Center last week for 
psychiatric observation following 
a drug overdose. He reportedly 
signed himself out of flia Imvital 
three days later. 

Inge's other works included 
"Bu.s Stop," "Dark at the Top of 
the Stairs " and "Come Back Uttle 
Sheba * - his firat play produced 
onBroadw^. 

AFTER FOUR Broadway hits 

in a row, Inge had two failures, "A 
Loss of Roses" and "Natural 
Affection." 

He turned to Hollywood and 
later television, signing a contract 
with CBS in 1963 to create a series 
for the following year. "I am 
much intrigued with television," 
be sakl at liie time, adding:

An earlier earth-orbiting radio astronomy satellite, Explorer 38, 
produced valuable information on tbeoe signato but its data oflea vat 
clouded by background radio noise from earth's magnetic field.

Long telegrams were reported 
to have been WEChtnged from 
Paris, Washington and Saigon. 
Government officials 
adm o wl e d g td diat they were in 
close consultattoot With tba 
United States. 

One of Thieu's top envoys, 
Nguyen Xuan Phong, was recalled 
from Paris on Friday for con- 
sultations and remained in Saigon 
for the top-level meetings. His 
arrival here had been kept secret 
and was not ^to c l o aed until Sun- 
day. Government sources had 
reported incorrectly that Phong 
was ordered to Saigon on Sunday. 

Meanwhile, the shooting and 
bloodshed continued in South 
Vietnam. With no firm un- 
derstanding among the four 
signers of the peace agreement on 
how to enforce it, key provisiOM 
continue to be ignored by Saipn 
and the Viet Cong. 

Saigon and the Communist 
leadership have blamed each 
other for the lack of progress in 
Paris. 

Phong, deputy chief delegate to 
the bilateral political talks with 
the Viet Cong in Paris, also was 
described as Saigon's chief liaison 
with Henry Kissinger in the peace 
talks between North VitliHUB and 
the United States. 

No progress has been reported 
hi the bttatand political taftt for 
weeks, and government sources 
indicated issues still to be 
resolved include a precise 
timetable for elections and 
delineation fo zones ni control.

in the country, then are some that contend that Vassar 
had a worse football program, but suffice it to say that the 
football pr(»ram here was at best a comedy. 

In the dgat years prior to Gibscni entrance on to tlie 
WUtlcatiBQiM

AND WHILE the teams K-State fostered in those pre- 
GHbson years were bad, the facilities on the Manhattan 
cam^ were worse. 

Hie Wildcats played in a stadium that looked like 
sometiiing out of a World War I film clip and other 
facilities were non-existant. 

But Gibson started pushing sometiiing he caOed 
' Purple Pride" and vAule the results were not those of a 
ragS'to-riches movie script, K-State has reached a plateau 
of respectability in the nation's toughest conference — 
The Big Eight. 

hk six years CHbson has won M games and lost SB, not 
breathtaking results, but good enough considering Gibson 
not only had to rebuild a football team, but rebuild the 
entire program as well, from the sub-basement up. 

GIBSON'S PATH of reestablishing K-State to a winning 
tradition in football has not been lined with roses. In 1970 
the team was put on three year's probation and last year 
with high expectations the K-State loo^Mdl team feU flat 
on iCi purple ass and finished with a 34 record and 
basement spot in the Big Eight conference. 

Gibson's purple pride was tarnished and the aura of 
invincibility that once surrounded tlie K-State football 
program was gone. 

"We're starting over again, just like fids was our flnt 
year," Gibson said. 

"The people are down on our program and are saying 
we can't win. Three years ago people ttiought I could do no 
vmmg, but now they have lost faith in me and my 
program.** 

GIBSON SAYS that this year he is going to woifc hard 
towards attaming the goals he has set lor his program, 

and not just talk about them. 

"Last year nothing went right for us," Gibson admitted, 
"but I told our kids after the Nebraska game last year that 
this would never happen again.** 

Gibson has scrapped mudi of hto program, hiring new 
assistants and changing the defense and offense. 

The Wildcat football team next year will put more 
emphasis on the running game, utilizing the Houston veer 
offense. 

"We have the first true running ciuarterback we have 

ever had at K-State in Steve Grogan," Gibson said. 

Gibson said that Grogan is a winner and that the team 
respects him as a leader. 

"With Grogan running the team, we wiU go for a 
balanced attack b^een the running and pasi^ gsme,'* 
Gibson said. 

GIBSON SAID next year*s team has one goal: physkal 

and mental toughness. 

f "We lost some of that toughness and our pride last year. 
And now it is up to me to get it back. " 

The question stiU remains. Can Gibson rebuild Qie K- 
State footbaU program lor ttie second time ia seven 
years? 

And while nothing can be answered until next season is 
over, Gibson is far ahead in his rebuilding program of 1973 
than he was in 1M7.

Lafene s plan helps 



Are you ready to lose some 
weiglit? Want to stop smdtli^? 
you need to lu»w miure about 
family planning and con- 
traception? 

Micheal Bniisbaw, director of 
Health Education at Lafene 
Studoat Health Center, is offering 
three pn^rauni to asdtol students 
in thne ar«w. 

A weight reduction program 
will begin at 3:30 p.m. today in 
room one of the Center. Proper 
diet and regular exercise will be 
stressed as means of weight 
control. Interested students 
should come to the introductory 
meeting, Bradsliaw said. The 
program is open to students only. 

Participants' medical records 
will be cbedced by a physidan to 
make sure dieting and exercise 
are the proper methods of weight 
reducttoo, Bradshaw said. 

EACH PARTICIPANT will 
meet with a dietician to compose 
an individually tailored diet and 
an overall plan for weight loss. 
They will meet CHice a week to 
weigh in and to talk over the 
frustrations and successes. 

A stop smoking group will meet 
at 4 p m June 18. The session is 
open to the public and will meet 



every day for five days, with two 
follow-up scions. 

Prospective participants should 
be prepared to go "cold turk^,'* 
Bradshaw said. Heavy smokers — 
those who smoke two or more 
padto a day — should begbi 
cutting down now, he urged. 

Smokers will comidete a history 
to d^rmine how much they 
smoke and how long they have 
smoked. They will discuss why 
they started smoking and some erf 
the different methods used to stop. 

..TWENTY-FIVE to 30 people 
have shown up for past sessions, 
Bradshaw remarked. Five at six 
drop out the first meeting and one 
or two more drop out t>efore the 
week is over, be added. 

"College students don't seem to 
have an easier time quitting than 
the non-student," Bradshaw said. 

He noted students seem to 
smoke more while studying and 
especially during exams. Fonner 
participants have cited peer 
pressure from roommates, 
fraternity brothers and sorority 
sisters as a reason for acquiring 
the smoking habit 

"I don't believe you can claim 
success unless you stop for one 
year," Bradshaw said.

An Editorial Comment 

Televised hearings 
must continue

Vice Presideot Spiro Agnefw told llie 97Qi anmud 
meeting of the National Association of Attoniegrto 
General Monday that the Senate Watfffgatohearingi m 
a '*gross perversion of justice/* 

Reactions from those attending the conference were 
about what could be expected from a pwtan group. 
Some were in complete agreement, other disagreed and 
atiU otbin'Mt cmatoetam^ en the fence. 

AGNEW'S CRITICISM of the bearings also is 
predictable.

Perhaps this is an attempt to improve, or at least 
prevent further degradation of, this administration's 
public image. If the hearings were taleea off televitiim 
and the front page, many Americans would tend to forget 
about them or to (dace them in a position of lesser im- 
portance. 

SOME COMPLAINTS have been raised about the fact 
that all three major networks were carrying the 
hearings, but this situation has been taken care ui by 
rotating tlie programming of the hearings firom one 
network to the next. This allows those who are genuinely 
interested to watch the hearings while the soap opera 
fans can still keep tabs on their favorite programs. 

For a change, the majority of the American people 
have the opportunity to see justice at work. They have 
the chance to hear, for themselves, just what it is some of 
the "big men" in Washington do to get what they want. 

Perhaps to a politician, the prospect of having his 
constituents see how he really works is frightening. If 
this is so, and he r^y does have somethhig to hide, the 
people have just that much mofe reason for demanding 
to know the whole truth. 

IF THOSE who want the hearings cleeed to television 

are successful, they may rest assured that not nearly as 
many people will have as clear an understanding of 
Watergate as there will be if the hearings continue to be 
ah?ed. 

It is a simple fact of life that people won't sit down and 
read a detailed account of anything as involved as these 
hearings. Many will s^ and watch and listen, though. 
Most will have more understanding if they are able to 
listen and watch the actual people involved and tbui 
foUow up with written details as they want or need them. 

Agnew himself said the Ameriom people would be the 
"ultimate jury." 

The people must know the whole truth. Any further 
attem^to keep that tru& trm them is hi itsefo a gross 
perverslfln of fustlce.

Last year, circuit judges declared that federal 
law prohibits the degrading of clean air even if the 
quality iroiild stUl meet federal standardB. 

WASHINGTON — Witnesses at the government 
oil hearing Monday warned of a winter heating oil 
shortage in addition to the sunmier gasoline 
shortage and said rdazation of air pollution 
standards is neeessavy to iamase tiie couoirsr's 
fuel supplies. 

But there was disagreement over whether a 
mandatory allocation program for petroleum is 
needed or whether the present voluntary program 
should be given more time to prove itsdf . 

One of those urging an immediate mandatory 
program was Sen. Carl Curtis of Nebraska who 
said the shortage was so bad in his state that a 
black market for gasoiine for farmers had started 
up in late May.

He was the lead-off witness at the hearing called 
by the admliristratlon to determine whether its 
voluntary program is working or wlie&er it should 
be made mandatory.

Landing at wrong airport 
cited as critical by FAA 



MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - The pUot 
and copilot of a United Air Lines 
jet that landed at a small field 
used by the Coast Guard instead of 
Miami Internattoaal Airport, 
eight miles away, were grounded 
Monday.

Barker said "The pilot landed at 
the wrong alrpnt Fortunately 
this airport had a runway ^ feet 
wkle and 8,000 feet long.

The report was signed by committee treasonr Paid Barrtck. But. in 
effect, It Stans* first public explanation about various transactions 
conneeted iritih Watergate and alleged espionage that have come out in 
news stories or been dted as possible violations of the law by the GAO. 

The report indicates that Stans likely will admit handing <M 
sums but win hialst he did not know what tbear were for .

Food plant sanitation 
emphasis of seminar 

Food protection specialists and people from the food processing in- 
dustry are meeting on the K-State campus today through Thursday for a 
sanitation seminar. 

The Grain and Cereal Products Food Protection Seminar is being 
attended by over 100 representatives from around the country to discuss 
a modification of emphasis in food processing plant sanitation.

"WE WANT to make sure the plants are okay, tlien tliere's a good 
chance the product will be ^y, too," Robert MiUs, assodate pniamoF 
of entomology and local coordinator of the seminar, said. 

"The ultimate end is for food going out of the plant to be wholesome 
and healthy," he said. 

Although we're using a flour mill and a dry mix plant as examples, 
MiUs said, the concepts presented are broadly applicable to the entire 
food industry. 

A qiecial slide presentation will illustrate how a Food and Drug Ad- 
nUniatration inspection is made, critical places in the plant where 
sanitation problems a re likely to occur will be explained and Information 
will be presented on how plants can organize a self-inspection program.

'Mind if I (cough) 
smoke?' 'Yes'

Smokers. Are they a menace only to tbemselveB or are 
they a menace to society as well? 

It has been weU established ttiat smokers injure 
thttiodves. They have higher rates of incidence of 
cancer, shortness of breath, coughing and otfaer 
respiratory problems than non-smokers. 

Some individuals don't seem to mind whm the person 
next to them in a class, on a bus, or wherever fires up a 
coffin nail and starts puffing away. Others stop just short 
of going into hysterics. Neither is right or wrong. The one 
who is wrong is the nnoker. 

IT'S HIS habit and he should not inflict himself or his 
habit on those who don't want it. 

'Do you mind if I smoke?" is a sunple question. It's 
easy to ask and not all that diHteialt to answer. "Yes" or 
"No" wiU do. 

tSmoking is an unconscious habit. If you d(m*t believe 
It, just try keeping track of every cigarette, cigar or bowl 
of tobacco you smoke. Get a little notebook and recore 
the time and date each time you light up. You'll be 
amazed, especially if you've never tried to quit. 

BECAUSE MOST of US smoke without reaUa^ it« we 
also tH)ther others without realizing it. 

In some cases, the effect on non-smokers is obvious 
and prominent. A few parents have children with 
respiratory probtems who are bothered by tobacco 
smoke. Other non-smokers who have resj^tory 
problems suffer noticahte Irritation wlMn tfa^ m In a 
smoke-filled room. 

Clinical evidence from the 1972 Surgeon General's 
Report shows that persons with asthma, respiratory 
disease or heart conditions are prone to have these 
conditions aggravated by tobacco smoke. 

A 1968 study shows that a significant number of non- 
smokers experience some eye irritation and other 
discomfort. 

If all ti^ sounds like the ranting of an hrate non- 
nnoker, it's not. I'm just as bad as the next nicotine 
addict. I don't ask (because I don't think to ask) "Do you 
mind if I smoke?" 

Most unokers won't mind if you ask them to refrain. In 
fact, most would probably prefer that you ask them not 
to smoke rather than for you to sit and suffer in silence. 

There has been much discussion about providing 
separate sections on cemmercial aircraft and trams for 
smokers and nonnunokers. It's a good idea. 

!lon-smokers wouldn't have to inhale the stale fiunes 
of someone else's habit and the smokers could puff away 
to their lungs* content, without bothering anyone. 

The key is conununleation. Smokers, don't be afraid to 
ask. Non-smokers, don't be afraid to say no. 
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Bills define consumer rights 



In its recent ivrs sewiQn, tbe 

Kansas Legislature passed 
several bills dealing wiUi con- 
samer prolectioa. The two most 
notable are SB 17 and SB 18 

SB 17, better known as the 
Kansas Consumer Protection Act, 
has been hailed by consumer 
rights leaders as an excellent 
liieoe of leglsUition. The bUl 
dailies and prohibits certain 
deeeptfve {sactices in consumer 
trannctions, provides some relief 
for consumers caught by 
■ fraudulent dealing, and repeals 
and replaoes tbe Kansas Buyer 
Protection Act cf im 

Probably the most important 
provision of SB 17 is its provision 
for a lhree<iBy cooUng^ pntod 
in eoDtrect s^es. 

UNDER THE provisions of the 

bill, during a three-day period 
after it is signed, a consumer may 
cancel a contract resulting from a 
home solicitation sale amemilbllg 

to more than $25. 

The three-day cooling-off period 
is good news for the consumer 
because many of the frauds that 
occur are the result of dow-to- 
door sales pitches that pressure 
the consumer into signing a 
contract when he reaUy doesn't 
know if he wants to. 

Fraudulent salesmen com- 
monly peddle encyclopedias, 
magastne subscriptions, 
iidtaig and 



other products on a door*to>doar 

basis. Consumers who are talked 
into signing contracts are then 
studt with a series of payments 
and usually end up getting poor 
quality merchandise, or even no 
merchandise atafl. 

SB 17 also pnvkles for en- 
forcements against fraudulent 
dealings through private at- 
tomeyi and the state Attoraey 
General 

IN REPGALmC Uie Buyer 

Protection Act, SB 17 is intended 
to be more extensive and 
definitive, thou^ it is aimed at 
the same type of practices. 

SB 18 IS known as the Uniform 
Consumer Credit Code (UOCC) . It 
includes consumer protections in 
the form of limitations on abusive 
a«dit practices, establtelunent of 
maximum interest rates, 
r^ulation oi credit life insurance, 
and provisions rdattve to con- 
' credit repor&ig. 



The most importtnl|irovislaaof 
the UCCC is the abolition of the 
dochrine of holder in due course. 
To explain this for those who are 
not familiar with it, a door-to-door 
salesman obtains signed contracts 
and tlien sells them to a bank or 
finance company. The salesman 
then is relieved of the respon- 
sibility of collecting on the con- 
tracts. He has already gotten his 
numy out of ttie deel and tbe bank 



AT THIS point let US suppose 
that the merchandise purchased 
undo: the terms of the contract is 
never delivered or Is defective. 
This is where holder in due coune 
comes into the picture. 

Under tluit doctrine, the bank or 
finance company to which the 
consumer is making payments is 
not responsible for the defec- 
tiveness or non-delivery of tlie 
goods. The consumer may be 
uidikely to locate the salaman or 
company that offered the goods 
for sale, or the company nuy even 
be noi^exhttent The consumer is 
then forced to continue making 
payments according to the con- 
tract even thou^ be has noC 
received the merchandise or It is 
unsatisfactory. 

In another important provision, 
the UCCC gives the consumer 
some protection in the area of 
credit reporting. Basically, it lists 
exclusive purposes for which 
credit agencies may furnish 
consumer credit reports, proddes 
that certain specified, otsolete 
information not be used in con- 
sumer credit reports, and gives 
the consumer certain rights with 
r^ard to knowing what is con- 
tained In the reports and how «ich 
information is to be used. 

Tbe UCCC has several flaws, 
and thwe is stffl much that needs 
to be done to protect the consumer 
in Kansas. But, in general, SB 17 
and 18 are Ug steps forward and 
f bwiM bt annlattdedL

Nixon orders freeze 
«on all retail prices 



WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Nixon ordered an im- 
mediate freeze Wednesday ni^t 
on all retail prices, including those 
diarged by siqiennaritetB and 
corner groceries, for a maximum 
period of 60 days. 

The move, which does not alfect 
wages, was announced by Nixm 
in a natiomrlde talavitiflfrnidto 
address. 

The price Ud forUdi durget 
higher than the maximum in 
effect during the June 1-8 period. 
It extends throughout the 
marketing system with an 
exemption only for raw 
agricultural products. 

After the first sale by a farmer, 
however, these products are 
eovered by the freeze. 

For examide. a head of lettura 
could be sold at any price the 
farmer could get. But after the 
.^',^^rst sale to a whotoaakr, ttie 
freeze takes effect. 

NIXON SAID the freeze period 
"will be used to develop and put 
into place a new and nnore ef- 
fective system of controlB which 
. . . will involve tighter standards 
and more mandatory compliance 
procedures than under Phase 3." 

The Phase 3 program, which 
conteined mim^aejf mdct^mmt 



provisions, came after a 90-day 
across-the-board wage- price 
tnoB in sununer, 1971, and a 14- 
month program of Phase 2 wage- 
price guidelines which expired in 
January. 

Nixon declared that "prices are 
going up at unacceptably liigh 
rates." 

He called on Congress, "on an 
urgent basis," to grant him new 
and flexible authority to impose 
export confrols, particularly on 
food products whose prices might 
be pushed upward by ftvetgn 
demand in this year Ot poor 
growing conditions in much of the

International center 
to be cast on street

Shortsightedness has caused part of the energy crisis, 
nUned political careers, and is causing the International 
Studeiit Gentor to be tlDoim out (n ttw itiM 

Officials have known since the summer of 1970 that the ^ ^ . 
lease on the building o^facw June 30. And what have ^gfi MMf 
they done? 

"We've got a long Urt of people looking for space/' 
myn Paul Young, Vk»¥tmiaiaA for University

K-State indebted to Goodnow 



I think that if Young has known about the profatai 
since the summer of 1970, be surely coiiid have found 
some space in this university to hem ttMm until their 
permanent facility was built 

AND WHERE are the plans for the faciU^ b Young 
going to wait until the international studwiti are com- 
pletely out on the Greets, before he getseome plane down 

on paper? 

"Hie needs for the center have been outlined, several 
thnes. People, from President McCain right on down the 
line, reco^iixe the needs for the center. 

Why then, can't Young see them? It seems to me that 
he doesn't really see this as a university problem. 

Allen Brettell is the Adviser to Foreign Students. He 
has to have an office, the same as any other faculty 
member employed by this institution. He has to do all the 
work fm* the foreign students, from going through the 
computer list of students, one by one, to even find oat the 
names of foreign students. Why then, doesn't Young ioe 
the need for an office for Brettell, at least? 

The group who work at the center are doing a great 
service to a very important segment of our population. 
But no one "at tfaetoii" leans to pay much attention to 
them. 

GENE KASPER has written letters, there have been 
meetings on this, and many concerned people are getting 
worried. What is Young's most worltable sointiciii? To 

house them in an old farmhouse, off-campus. 

My advice to Dr. Young, is to establish a priority list, 
with the center as one of the top priorities, and to im- 
plement it as soon as' possible. 

Reorder your priorities, Dr. Young. If it was the 
athletic department looking for space to house purple 
footballs, I am sure you could come up with something, 
other than a leaky farmhouse. 

We have two wedcs left. In that short time, the center 
of the entire foreign student population has to move. I am 
sure that Young would not like to have to wait until the 
last possible minute to move his entire operation. 
Neither does the International Center. 

I think this is more of a problem than just short- 
sightedness It's a case of plain old bhn<jUiess to the needs 
of others on the part of the Office for University 
Development. 
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It if were not ior a man who 
bellwRd ilnntfty Id RdnntioB, 
this campus might never have 
existed. Big deal? It was to Isaac 
Tldwwr Goodnow, (pnnouEieed 
6CXXD-N0) . Educattanwa* « vital 
part ci his life. 

Bwn January 14, 1814, to 
Whitingham, Vt , he was a 
professor of natural science at the 
(Itl.) Sflttioaiy for 

years. 

The extension of slavery into the 
new territory of Kansas broii|{lit 

him to the top of Bluemont, 
overloolting the present site of 
MaahRttaB In IMS. He brought aoo 
anti-slavery settlers with him. 

Before he left Rhode Island, be 
wrote: "There is only aim way to 
save Kansas. That is for every 
lover of freedom with a strong 
will, to make arrangements with 
his best friends, and with or 
without tbem to go right on the 
ground; and whatever he haa uf 
talent, money or influence to use 
them heartily for freedmn!" 

Not long after he lettled in 
Manhattan, Goodnow applied his 
instructions to himself and set out 
to co-found Bhaemnt Gnitral 
College. 

Money was desperately needed, 
and he spent long boms iwr- 

suading wealthy people to con- 
tribute. He contributed $330 
towards the schod htanself. The 
highest contributor was Gtoorge 
{'ark, who gave $500. 

Goodnow was active in ob- 
taining a charter for the Bluemont 
Central College Association from 
the L^idative Assembly The 
charter was granted on February 
9, 1858. His hard work paid off 
when he was nanwd prsMdent of 
the Association 

Bluemont Centra! College was 
directed by the charter to include 
"an agricultural department with 
separate professors to test soils, 
experiment in the ralBiiig of crqpa, 
the cultivation of trees, and upon a 
farm set apart for the purpose, so 
as to bring out to the utmost 
practical result, the agricultural 
advantage of Kansas, especially 
the capabilities of its high prairie 
lands." 

This was the t)eginmng of K- 
State . . . one lone building and a 
&rm. A marker by the bull barns 
is aU that remains of K-State's 
^Artlirtaee. 

Bhiemont Central College was 
short-lived, but Goodnow' s effort 
was not in vain. With the approval 
of the Morrill Act on July 2, 188S he 
joined others in persuacUng tiw 
State of Kansas to accept the Actf s . 
provisions and establish the 
state's land-grant CollegS at 
Manhattan. 

The state was offered 
Bluemont's buildings, wUch ia- 
eluded a Ubrary and apftaratus 
and m acres of land Goodnow 
in 



the nation's first land-grant 
unlvosity under Oie HurrfD Act 

The first president of K-State 
was Josq^ Denison, Goodnow's 
brotiMr-te»l«w. Ooodnofw «m 
delqiated to select the 90,000 acre 
"land granf ' and held respowibe 
for ftnandi^ the new Unlvenlly 
by (fispostaig of the land. 

On top of that, be was the first 
faD-term saperin tw i d e at of puUic 
instruction in Kansas in 1866 and 
promoter of Kansas State 
Agriodlinti Cdlege flrara lan to 

1873. 

Today, his house has t>ecome 
0ie praiperty of the state of 
Kansas. Located west of K-State 
on Claflm Road, it sits near the 
road, almost hidden by old, 
graceful trees. 

A 112-year-old stone and iron 
fowe, designed by Territory of 
^asas Governor Anthony, en- 
closes the yard. Mrs. Goodnow 
had OKprened a desire to have a 
fence diat woldd "pnloct flw 
fiUies." 

The house Hsdf was built hi 
three stages over a 10 year potod 
ending in 1869. 

A sman stone cabin e«»tetlng 

of one room on the main floor, two 
small bedrooms upstairs, a 
basement and root ceflar ms 

constructed in 1857. 

Several years later he added a 
firame stnichire to the cadiin. This 
room of the hmise was air- 
conditioned, a novelty of that 
time. The room was coded by she 
small holes in the wall which were 
opened during the night and 
closed during the day. Goothiow 
reported as much as 15 degrees 
difference in temperature. 

The most impressive part of the 
house was added last; a two-story 
native limestone front with 
chimneys at eittier end. TUs part 
faces the road. 

Because iiis wife wanted a 
window cratered on each end of 
the house, the kitchen chimney 
was buUt around the window.

Automation of radio stations allows 
disc jockeys time to be creative

Automated equipment for use by radto Stations is 
becoming more widely used. About 25 per cent of 
radio stationa on tbe air are using the equipment fuU 
or part Ume, aoeordtog to RfllMrt Fidtar, tostmetor 
in journalism. 

The automated radio equipment cooriste of flit 
hardware or machinery and the software or tapes. 
Tbe hardware is programmed by a computer and fed 
pre-recorded tapes. 

Topeka's KSWT station is automated. It is mailed 
Its music tapes from Los Angdes and told what day 
and what thne to play th^ topaa, be said. The 
commercial and weatliar tapaa an raooniM at the 
station. 

K SWT's music is in 15 minute blocks. As soon as 
the music is over, a silent tone on the tope will trip a 
carousel which plays a short announcement A silent 
tone on this tape triggers a second carousd wtdch in 
turn plays a commercial. This trips a third carousel 
with tbe stotton's klentiflcatloa. It hripi another 
carousel starting anoOsr IS mlaiite mnrie ti^ lit 
explained. 

"THE PERSON eliminated is the disc jockey, who 
sits there and plays tbe records and tapes," he said, 
"but the stotions fliatare making this go a re the ones 
wlio are not eliminating the disc jockey." 

The disc jockey is still oo duty, but instead of being 
locked into a control room, ht becoiMS more of a 
creative person.

Samples of the drug have been analyzed fay the Regional 
Criminalistics Laboratoiy in Indepandaooe, Uxk as 4-medway- 
amphetamine^sulfate^ The 4rug has been l^a miOf, UtammmUif 
and by snorting. 

Symptoms associated with the Kansas City deatbi were exdtebiUty 
and tiypertension shortly after takmg the drag, high blood pressure, 
bleeding kings, pulmortary edema, violent vomlttni, hHndiMwa and 
finally collapse and sleep prior to death.

MITCHBLL, who ran the re-

Two days ago, in Paris, a new \aetiiam ceate^ie 
agreement was singed by Henry Kissinger, representing 
the United States, and Le Due Tho, representuig North 
Vietnam. So what? 

II die re-negotiated agreement nMm even one of ibe 
six points of discussion, it will be worth while. 

For the record, the six points include: inadequate 
implementation of the cease-fire; continued infiltration 
of men and arms into South Vietnam- inadequate ac- 
counting for Americans miastng in actkm; violationB of 
file demilitarized zone; inadequate cooperation with the 
international control commission ; and violations of the 
article requiring withdrawal of foreign troops from Laos 
uid Cambodia. 

To satisfy even mm of fliese would be an admirable 
vscmtxpMmimt But I don't llilid^ weH mm see that 
day. 

THERE IS NO reason to expect Hanoi to live up to this 
new agreement any more than they lived up to the old 
one. 

Hie cease-fhre has existed in name only, tiie only 
difference being that American ground troops are no 
longer involved. The fighting, in some cases, is as bad or 
worse than ever. 

American bombers continue bombing parts of In- 
dochina, Kissinger keeps talking and the American 
people have settled back to let it all fade into the 
background, replaced by Watergate, fuel shortages and 
price freezes. 

American involvement in Southeast Asia does not exist 
<»i so grand a scale as it did a few years ago — but it stiD 
exists. 

WITH DOMESTIC problems reaching the proportions 
the fuel crisis and the economy have reached, we really 
can't afford to waste our time, energy and resources la 

other places. 

The new truce will be honored only if Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong want to honor it. In the past decade or so, we 
shoidd have learned that we can't force them to do yrhat 
they don't want to do. 

To give up and walk away may seem apathetic, or 
even pessimistic, but we'll be better off in the long run if 
we do. It's fruitless to try to deal with people who won't 
make an attempt to Uve up to their fair share of the 
agreement.

Sprecker is duirgsd wtfh ftrst degree murder in 
the death of Minnie Donaldson, 77, Bfanhattui, 
who was shot five times at her home May 14. 

Sprecker will be arraigned July 13. Bond was set 
at $100,000, increased from $75,000. Judge Jerry 
Meralion said he ordered bond increased "because 
of the na ture of the case." He didn't elaborate. 

More than 20 witnesses testified at the 
preliminary bearing, which began Tuesday.

WASHINGTON — Henry Kissinger and the new 
White House staff chief Alexander Haig were 
named Thursday as defendants in a civil damage 
suit filed by a former member of Kissinger's staff 
whose phone was tapped. 

Morton Halperin, who denies he was tiie source 
of any of the news leaks that touched off the sur- 
veillance, a^ed for $100 a day damages for each 
day his home telephone was tapped. 

The suit alleged Halperin's telephone was 
tapped for between ei|^ and 25 montlis in 1MB and 
1970. From Jan. 21, 1969 to Sept. 19, 1969, Halperin 
served under Kissinger on the National Security 
Council staff. The White House declined comment 
on the suit. 

LONDON — The dollar resumed its downward 
slide in Europe's key money markets Thursday, 
apparently unaffected by President Nixon's new 
steps to curb inflation in the United States. 

Dealm here and on flie Continflnt tocribed the 
President's latest economic moves as disap- 
pointing. 

As usual when the dollar weakens, the price of 
gold rose. The metal moved up $2 an ounce in 
London and Zurlcfa, the world's two leadlag 
bullion markets, and closed at $117.75 in bora 

centers. 

The dollar declined in most of Europe's im- 
portant financial markets, including London, 
Paris. Zurich and Frankfurt. 

ALBUQUERQUE — Thirty-two sightseers who

The sightseers stepped out onto solid ground late 
Thursday after the tramway's cable was repaired.

WASHINGTON — The government repwted 
Thursday that a typical urban family of four 
requires an annual budget of $11,446 a year to 
maintain an intermediate standard of living. 

This is a 4 per cent rise from the last time tiie 
figure was computed 12 months earlier, during 
which time consumer prices rose 3.S per cent. 

For a lower, more austere standard of living, the 
cost rose 2.4 per cent to $7,386. For a higher 
standard of living, providing some luxuries, the 
cost went up about 4 per cent to $16,S68.

'Death' instructor Sistrunk 
labels class 'most exciting'

"This was an experience, not a class." 

Such was tile sentiment <tf a student in the class, 
Death and the ramily, offered during spring in- 
tersession. 

"Death education is like sex education in that it is 
rather totichy and controversial but recently gainhig 

wide-spread attention," Joan Sistnmk, inniBfl«tor 

and instructor of the class, said. 

Sistrunk. professor in Family and Child 
Development, had done research on death while 
teaching her Human Relations class, and decided to 
test the possibility of an actual class on death during 
inlersession. "The class was c^n to 25," Sistrunk 
said, '*and we had 27.** 

Feeling that death is a very significant part of our 
growth as people, Sistrunk tried to iielp the class 
understand and deal with feelings about death and 

dying, realistically and healthfully. 

DURING THE three-week course, the stiHients 
visited a funeral home and planned their own 
funeral. They discussed society's attitude towards 
death, and were visited by professional people 
dealing with death; such as an embalmer, lawyer, 
minister, physician, and a liospital family life 
specialist, who deals with dying patient's families. 

In teaching about death within the family, the 



class tried to understand a child's ideas of death and 

the effects of death on family relationships. In both 
cases, Sis trunk stressed tlie ability to learn to accqit 
die lose. 

Weniust teach children that death is a natural part 
of life, ^trunk said. Too often children are 
sheltered from death and never learn to deal with It 
effectively. 

Anotlier goal, as stated in the class outline, "was 
the understonding of the needs ai the dying and (be 
bereaved, in order to offer more positive comfort 
and help." Grief should be used to keep us mentally 
fit, instead of being ashamed of it, Sistrunk said. 

"WHAT WOULD you put in your own suicide 
note?" was the question placed before the class in 
learning about the different areas of death audi at 
suicide, murder and child-abuse. 

The students kept a daily journal and could do 
research on their own special areas of death which 
interested them. Many creative students submittod 
poetry and collages depicting death 

Fearing that the class might become depressed, or 
obtain a morbid atmosphere, Sistrunk told the class 
to spend their spare time enjoying life as much as 
possible. In keeping with this theory, the class held a 
celebration of life with hora-dandng ami brownie- 
munching OR die final day of class. 

"I wouldn't have changed a thing!" Sistrunk said 
r^arding the class "I think it's probably the most 
exciting and stimulating class I've ever taught"

Barber and Rasch both agree 
the "greenhoiiie is home orien- 
ted." They noted some of tfae 
patients are away from home and 
the greenhouse creates a friendly, 
rdaxed atmosphere. 

A controversial issue con- 
cerning horticulture th^apy is 
that some crttiGabdIfeve It is just 
busy work tot the patients. 

"NO. IT'S not busy work. It's 
just another part of the therapy 
for the patients," Ann Lowery, 
senior in horticultiuv therapy at 
K-State. said. 

Charles Long. assistant 
professor in horticulture and 
forestry at K -State, said, "It is 
j^ssible thathort therapy could be 
oonsid«*ed busy work," but plants 
"are of great value because they 
are an object of something that's 
living for a mentally disturbed 
person." 

"To some people, mixing the 
soil can be very therapeutic — 
getting your hands dirty," Barber 
said.

Manhattan faces possible invasion- 
by new horde of '17-year locusts'

Manhattan may be invaded by a 
horde of "17-year locusts," 
technically known as periodical 
doidM, ttiis summer 

**1teio are the noisy insects in 
the trees whteh make that 
toritating buzzing song during the 
summer months," Dell Ckites, 
professor of entomdogy, said. 

"These cicadas can appear in 
eastern Kaiuas in multipleB of 
five different years. This year la 
one of them, he said. "I've lived in 
Manhattan since 1949 and have 
never aeen (he periodical dcadaa 
here," he added, 

"The amazing thing about these 
insects is die number of them," 
Hugh Thompson, associate 
{Tofessor of entomology said. 
"One crabapple tree in downtown 
Manhattan may have SS to 30 
cicadas on it" 

THEIR GREAT nttniber often 
arouaes fear that plants will be 
deshroyed but tfiey dori't feed on 
foliage of an^kind, according to a 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
leaflet. 

However, they may damage or 
ev«i destroy young, transplanted 
trees when female cicadas plant 
tteir^iB hi the bark , 

There are many types'of shrubs 
and trees used for egg laying but 
they have a preference of oak, 
hickory, apple, peach, pear, and 
grape. Only fruit plants have 



recorded serious visible feeding 
damage. 

"Eggs laid in twigs and small 
branches usually hatch in sbt to 
aeron weeks" Gates said, "lliese 
flymphs fall to the ground and 
bunrow until they find roots they 
can mick jidce from." 

"The nymphs stay underground 
for 17 years. When the proper 
nightcomea they Irave the ground 
and go upward," Gates added 

"The insects mate witlun a 
week, " Thompson said. "When 
this happens you have them 
tuzzing around everywhere and 
this can really be irritathig." Of 
the 17 year growth period, the 
cicada's adult life is only five to 
six weeks. 

Manhattan nnay be spared the 
cicadas but if not there is 
sometMng that can be done to 
reduce the damage they may 
cause. Openweave cloth, such as 
heavy cheeseclotti, 



tobacco shade cloth would protect 
small trees and shrubs. The cloth 
should t>e put on if cicadas begin to 
appear and should remain until 
most of than are warn, rtw wit fly e 
weeks later.

have spelled out allegations

^gfi^lM of the leaiMliL 

The Associated Press hH Mtn 
summaries covering every majtr 
devetopmeiit bi the burglary and 
related cases, about 50 digests in 
all, a three-iiKfa stack of pages 
devoted primarily to the 
Watergate affair. 

Summaiies for the first full 
week of Urn Senate Watergate 
hearings, for example, totaled 2I8 
pages, of which 14S dealt with 
Watergate. One of the summaries, 
for May 22. devoted 11 pages to 
Watergate and only 6 to the wws 
of the resto of the world. 

The summartes are placed on 
the President's desk in a blue, 
loose-leaf binder at 8 a.m. each 
^y. They have not spared him 
CTibarasaing detaib or critical 
comments. 

FOR EXAMPLE, as far back as 
Nov. 2, five days before Nixon's 
re-election, the summary quoted 
Hep. Witbur Mills as saying Uut if 
Ai'ie burglary had happened ao 
yeais ago "the people would hSVt 
demanded impeachment" 

And as recently as two wedBS 
ago a summary with 15 of its 25 
single-spaped fypewritlen pages 
devoted to Watergate matters 
reported this comment by Eric 
Sevareid of CBS on WMte House 
staff changes: 

"There' U be improvement in 
White House atmosphere as well 



as easing of government 
mechanism, but to restore public 
anfklrace, pdicy changoi wUl be 
in order along with detereidnatloii 
of how deeply Richard Nixon is 
invoived in the shady rampaign 
practices." 

The Washington Post and The 
New York Times, two papers 
mponsible for many Watergate 
disclosures, are not summarized 
but instead, according to a White 
House akle, are slipped under the 
President's bedroom tMor each 
morning. 

The Post and Times are men- 
timied in ttie summarira wlien 
their sttnries are cited by news 
services or other puUlcatfanBi 

"WE KNOW the President 
reads the summaries," said 
Patricit Buchanan, the White 
House assistant in charge of 
preparing them. "Sometimes he 
writes comments in the margins, 
and I know of staff people who get 
meBMs frmn faioi ijpioting the 
sumnurles.*' 

Apart from occasionally 
identifying a news story as 
"positive," meaning favorable to 
the adminMration, or charac- 
terizing a tv report as the 
correspondent's "wise remarks," 
the digest has an over-^ flavor of 
dry objectivity. 

Buclianan's staff sununarizes 
the daily output of The Associated 
Press and United Press In- 
ternational, 35 daily newspapers, 
SO magazines and journals, plus 
news and commentary on all Ifarae 
major televisioa metworks.

Brezhnev is due to arrive at 10:30 a.m. By U a.m. he and Nixon, 
assisted by an interpreter, are to begjia th^ discussions. They will 
confer with aides during a luncheon bnak and fliea work through the 
afternoon. Kissinger, the PresidsnTa naUmal tmoAty adviasr, Is sk- 
pected to sit in part of the time. 

In the evening, tiw President hosts a black-tie state dinner for his 
guest. 

Brezhnev's visit, in exchange for Nb[on's trip to MOSCOW in May IfH, 
has aroused some criticism and concern. 

SEN. IIFNRY JACKSON. Washington Democrat, said Sunday on 
CBS's Face the Nation, that he did not believe this was an ai^rf^riate 
time for a second Nlxan>Brezhnev summit Jackson said Nixon "migU 
do something melodramatic to take away frcan Watergate."

CRB protecting 
consumer rights

Recently a sequence of events concerning a small part 
of economics in America and the operational tactics of 
big business came to the attenlioa of the CoUegian 
OiTOgh the GoaraaMr WMam Boatd (CfIB) at K- 
Slate. 

On June 7th members of the CRB made what I con- 
fiider a long-shot prediction. After investigating the 
activities in several large stores in this area, Dick 
Retrum, Erector of CRB, went oo the ramd as saying 
that stores were raising their prices in preparation for a 
price * 'freeze" that tbe PresideDt would announce within 
a 48 hour period. 

At this point lliere had been only a few, infrequent 
reports which quoted White House officials as saying 
that the PKvildeiit was meethig with his eoonamic adr 
visors. 

SEVERAL DAYS passed after the initial statement 
from the CRB members and skeptisicm ran high. 

Communications with the Board came to a halt. 

Two important questions came into sharp focus : How 
could tlie K-State Consumer Relations Board predict a 
national price freeze on the basis of local activities; and 
how woidd they react if there was DO aBaouneeiii^ 

the White House? 

Needless to say, there was no reason to answer the 
second question because on June 13, President Nixon 
ordered an immediate freeze on all retail prices, in- 
cluding those charged by supermarkets and comer 
groceries, for a maximum period of 60 days. The price 
freeze forbids charges higher than tbe maximum in 
effect during the June 1^ period. 

THERE IS an important pdnt I would like to make 
from ttiis sequence of events. Jk would have been easy for 
0ie members of the CRB to wait until the price freeze 
was announced and then make then: statements. For- 
tunately, however, CRB members were willing to make 
their findings public in hopes (hat tbe coosiBner niight be 
protected or at least warned. 

It is obvious now that the stores were hiking their 
prices in preparation for the price freeze. I beUeve that 
further investigation will uncover the fact that the price 
rai^ng activities on June 7th were a planned effort. The 
student consumer or any other consumer will pay, for 
the next 60 days, what I would like to label, for all 
practical purposes, higher "frozen prices." 

The President did implement in his new economic 
phase a thorou^ audit of the books of companies that 
have raised prices more than 1.5 per cent above January 
ceilings. If the boosts were not justified by rising costs 
the President said prices will be rolled back. The agency 
that will enforce tbe freeze is the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

CRB members have announced they are skeptical of 
the new economic program and its controlling force. 
Such bdng the case, they wOl CQattnue their in- 
vestigations and document their findings for future use. 
It vs my hope that the efforts of the Consumer Relations 
Board at K^tate will continue to be helpful in protecting . 
the consumer and his rights by law.

Women fill new role as patrolmen

Food expert talks 
on can corrosion 



^ The conoenii of can eorroskm 
upon the canning and food in- 
dusti^ were discussed by Anita 
Wilson, assistant professor of food 
services and nutrition at Stout 
State University, Menomonie, 
Wis., hi a lecture here FViday. 

Wilson, who received both her 
B.S. and M.S. degrees at K-State, 
spc^ about vA»t the effects of 
can de-tinning and other pollution 
factors meant to the food industry 
because of food alteration. Her 
Ph.D. work at Utah State 
University was done in this area. 

The purpose of her research 
dealt with finding a food additive 
to make green beans, appln and 
diaries better if there was a 
water quall^ problem or if tfae 
vegetables were stored under 
adverse conditions. She was in- 
terested in fuidtng a way to make 
Red Delicious apples, which are 
great for eating, suitable for 
{Mvcessing. That it, to Budw an 

.j|Mcceptable product. 

^^One of the contominanti of 
canned foods was watw. Water 
also has its cmtaminantB, bnriBsn 
down into three groups:

MICROBIAL AND organic 
materiate were eaaily phased out, 

Wilson said, but inorganics — 
such as calcium and chloride 
sulfates — cause ''hard*' water, 
which speeds food spoilage. 

"Cannav are a victim of high 
Inorganics in water, caund partly 
by fertilizer runoff from the fields 
of the food-producer,** Wilson 
said. 

"Hard water causes toughening 
of frozen vegetables, and 
discdoratloa of fruits, syrup and 
carbonated beverages," she said. 

Some canning companies are 
leUing their produda ael for a 
period of time after packaging. 
This way, if a can is going to «t- 
* plode because of eontamiaated 
contents, it will do ao b) the 
warehouse where the prabiem can 
be coirectod. 




De-tinning, or can c( 
also has been blamed in food 
contamination.

tually every can ttn-filated, this 
could be a big problem. 

NEW WAYS of producing tin 
cans, advancing from the dd hot- 
dip, to the cold-rolled method 
develf^ied during the iSSO's, and 
finally to the new electorlytic 
method of applying tin to steel, 
have helped lessen the problem of 
de-tinning. 

Primary factors that increase 
chances of de-tinning include the 
potential of ttie metal, con- 
centration of the metal ions in 
the food sdution caused by stages 
of ccHTOsion, and the pH of the 
food product. 

Secondary factors, such as high 
temperatures, agitation, 
depolarization, metal impurities 
and sulfur catalization also be^i to 
speed can corrosion. 

Nitrates prove to cause a more 
rapid corrosion. 

Wilson also explained some 
recent research she had done on 
different kinds of solution used for 
canning. Her analysis showed that 
for the majority of non-acidic 
products, a substonce called 
ethylenedlamlnelebracetic acid 
(EDTA) was considered the best. 
She said the product, after its 
development in U8S, Is now used 
at a rate of 10 nOttQB pounds a 



traditionalUto," Mayer said. 

"They take pride in the fact that 
many people wouldn't have their 
jcto for any amount ol money. A 
few of the guys ti^ieve that if the 
public thinks a woman can do the 
job, it will kiaeaome of its prestige 
as a dangerous occupation." 

Public acceptance hasn't been 
much of a problem for Webb. 
"Here again," she said, "I think 
it's mainly a question of people 
getting adluMed to me. Some 
people just aren't ready to believe 
a woman can t>e a patrolman." 
She gave an example: 

"Not long ago I was out in the 
patrol car alone and saw a man 
standing in front of a liquor store 
waving at me to pull over. I did 
and found out he had just l>een 
robbed. I asked him if he had 
called the police yet and he said, 
'Yeah, when are th^ going to get 
here?' I get some pretty wedrd 
stares sometimes but I think soon 
people will accept me more and 
more." 

Mayer is more consarvative in 
his evaluation and wouldn't give a 
firm opinion on how the women 
are being accepted by thfe public. 
"It's really too early to tell," 
Mayer said, "but one advantage is 
that there is a shock value in 
having a woman arrest someone. 
Peei^. for soam reason, usually 
don'tresli^whsnaviiraananiels 
them." 

THERE .ARE few concessions 
made to the women either in the 
introductory IraUiing at the poUoe 

academy cr on the job. They have 
to maintain the same physical 



standards that the men do, as well 
as perform the same duties on 
patnd. 

The uniform is the same, even 
down to the black, flat-heeled 
shoes diat look Uke tboy might 
have twen issued at an Army basic 
training camp. The women carry 
revolvers and are expected to be 
able to handle themselves with no 
physical assistance 
anergency. 

Mayo* explained the reason for 
such strict equality. "If the 
women got the same pay for hm 
work we'd really liave a morale 
proUem on our hands. If tliey 
want to be out Ml patrol Uny have 
to be able to do the Job. The 
women realize this and so far we 
haven't had any trouble." 

For Webb this uniformity has 
created a slight identity problem, 
^nce she dresses like a man and 
performs a man's duties she is 
afraid these factm mi^t reflect 
on iier feminlnify. 

"Sometimes I'm a little afraid 
that people will thiidt I'in a littie 
funny," she said. 'The only 
solution I can see is to carry 
myseif like a woman while trying 
to act like a man; aatnutimsa lt*a 
pretty totigh."

Peacekeeping choppers 
hit by small-arms fire 



SAIGON (AP) - Small-arms 
ground fire hit a helicopter 
carrying peaodceeping officials 
Sunday over Viet Cong-held 
territory in South Vietnam. 

Another peacekeeping 
helicopter flying nearby also was 
fired on but both craft landed 
sftfeb^ and no casualties were 
reported. 

A Canadian men^ber of the 
International Commission irf 
Control and Supervision said a 
single tMiUet hit a rotor blade of 
one of the two helicopters as they 
flew near iMi Loe W milBi aorOi of 
Saigon. 

THE SHOOTING occurred as 
the Saigon command dalmed 219 
Viet Cong or North Vietnamese 
violations of Vietnam's ceasefhre. 
which was sui^Msed to have been 
reinforced by last week's new 
Paris accords. 

Col. Dan Loomis, deputy 
commantter of the peaceke^ing 
commission's Canadian notary 
delegation, said the two 
helicopters were on a scheduled 
ffigtal to An Loc when they came 



under small arms five sbc n^es 
south of die dlsf. 

Loomis said die Viet Cong, who 
contrd die area around An Loc, 
had given a safety guarantee to 
the two belia^itera. 

"We have subsequently 
protested vigorously to the 
Provisional Revolutionary 
Government and attempted to 
obtain in writing reafflrmation for 
the safe^ of these aircraft to fly 
bade to Bien Hoa," Locmis said 

ABOARD THE hit helicopter 
along with its U.S. civilian pilot, 
were three Canadians, two 
members each from the Polish 
and Hungarian delegations to the 
four- nation peacekeeping com- 
mission, Columbia Broadcasting 
System correspondent Foster 
Davis and his cameraman, Pham 
Boi Hoan. 

LL Col. Le Trung Hien, chief 
spokesman for the Saigon cixn- 
mand said 136 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong troops liad been 
killed since the Paris provisions to 
strengthen the ceasefire began at 
Boon Friday. 



Mayors shift topic 
^^o urban problems 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A bipartisan group of big city mayors in- 
dicated Sunday that th^r felt their colleagues at the U.S. Cooferance of 
Bfayors were ready to turn tlielr attention away from Watergate and 
toward solving urban problems. 

The mayorsappeared on NBC's "Meet the Press" program. 

Repid>lican Mayor Boi Boo of Duludi, Minn. , noted that die resdutlons 
committee approved Wednesday by all 800 mayors and city officials at 
ttie conference's 4lst annual meetii^ said the people's confidence in the 
national government has been weakened. 

As one means of restoring that confidence, the resolution suggested 
that President Nixon name a nonpartisan Urban Advisory Council to 
lanrestiffite dty iHtsUems and report to the Prestdent 

BOO SAID. "I was surprised as chairman of the resolutioos ccHimUttee 
Qiat there was not more dticiisslon ^bontWatergite, and I was ptaised 
lhat there was not. 

"I sensed that the mayors were telling the country that they were 
ready to go on with tfaefa* business,*' he said. 

Democratic Mayor Neil Goldschmidt of Portland, Ore., said that 
discussion of Watergate comes up because of "uncertainty in the ad- 
nunlstration itsdf about when H wanta to go because of the change hi 
domestic leadership in the White House" as a result of Watergate. 

But, Goldschmidt said, "There aren't many things we could say on 
Watergate that haven'tbeen said and there are plenty of ttiings we know 
"'T^we have to say on matters affecting cities." 

Houston Mayor IXMiie Welch, conference president and a Democrat 
who supported Nixon's reeleetloii, added: "We have a lot of Important 
business which relates to running mm dtles and we tmify don't Iwve 
expertise In investigation." 

Democrat Joseph AUoto^ San Frandsco mayor and tpaum of the 
urban advisory council resolution, said that the im^dt meaning was: 
"Leave Watei^te to the Justice Department and Suate committee 
and let's get to the respooslbiUty »*

ALBERT EINSTEIN wrote,

birth to evolution ..." 

The high school studenta 
working on their projects may not 
have been trying to stimulate 
wOTid prepress, but srane of the 
projects were scale models of 
some very large projects. They 
ranged in size from a sdar 



trade tape splicer. Other projects 

included a fabric elasticizer for 
testing the shrinkage of fiber 
before it !s woven Into material 
and a hydro-electrie fdsut that 
ccmverted energy from tides into 
^tridty. 

Many of the projects stressed 
the enei^ crisis and ecology. An 
operating windmiU using the 
thermal currents of the earth to 
produce electridty was selected 
by tiie judges as liie best project 

Kenneth Gowdy, assistant dean 
of engmeerbig, said the type of 
projects made had dunked a lot 
since this project began.

Adverse weather conditions, 
inadequate stwage facilities and 
transportation problems may 
come to be considactd hVwilnji 
tor some students. 

Considered with a projected fuel 
shortage, these three factors 
could combine to produce unex- 
pected vacations next winter. 

"Twice last winter we almost 
had to close down," Paul Young, 
vice president for University 
Development said. "Last 
December we were within two 
days of shutting down and in 
January we came within about 30 
minutes. We have to anticipate the 
same situation for next winter." 

The pr<^ms come when the 
ITinsas Power and Light Com- 
""^ny, which supplies natural gas 
for heating to the University, is 
loroed to cut ba^ its supply. 

YOUNG EXPLAINED the 

^tuation: 

"We have a contract with 
Kansas Power and Light that 
guarantees us 750,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas per hour, every day, 
365 days a year. This to Jost 
enough to keep the University 
running — to keep all the pipes 
from froKing. 

"The rest of our natural gSS, 
used for maintaining proper 
temperatures, to supplied on an 
interruptible contract basis," he 
said. "Thto means that depending 
on weather conditions and 
demand it can be cut back all the 
way to the basic 750,000 cubic feet 
per hour. When thto happens we 
have to go on standby loel and the 
laroblems bei^," 
W The University's standby fUH 
no.6 fuel oil, is trucks] in from 
various suppliers and stored in an 
underground tank with a 250,000 
gallon capacity. This supply gives 
the University an eight to 10 day 
heating capacity. After this 
period, unless the supply in the 
tairit has baen replentobed, the 



on^ heat that is available to im 
basic amount needed to keep the 
pipes from freezing and keep 
plants and animals alive. 

"We're not just talking about 
calUng off classes," Young said, 
"we'd have to send students 
home, since residence halls and 
other buildings wouldn't be 
heated." 

Obtianing the fuel oil isn't the 
only problem the University 
taees. 

"HAULING FUEL oil in from 
the suppliers also ean pose a big 
problem," Young said. "A 
shortage of trucks to haul the fuel 
or a shortage of diesel fuel to run 
the trucks could cripple us just as 
much as a lack of fuel oil itself." 

Young said that University 
oCficiato are explsring mwaH 



pMribilities to help avoid a 

during adverse weather. 

Young believes installing 
another storage tank, posrifaljr as 
large as 500,000 gallons to ana 
answer to the problem. 

"We're hoping to get a new 
storage tank," he said, "but even 
if we get permission it couldn't be 
installed in time to h^ umA 
winter" 

In an effin't to forestall any 
heating crisis next winter 
University officials are searching 
tlie area f<Mr stwage facilities 
exceeding 100,000 gallons per 
tank. These tanks could be rented 
and reserve fuel oil stored m them 
until a new task ooidd be bttiit for 
file Univrarsity. 

"We're hopeful for solutions," 
Yoitngsaid, **but at the same time

Parley opens with peace pledges 



WASHINGTON (AP) - President Nixon 
and Soviet Comnnmist leader Leonid 
Brezhnev ranged over world problems for 
almost four hours Monday as they began a 
wedk of summit talks at the White House. 

Working through the lunch hour, Nixon 
and his guest "on a pbiloei^hical plan^* 
tallied about maintaintaig the momentum 
established when the President visitsd 
Moscow last spring for their Orst round o( 



ON TUESDAY, spokesmen said, the talks 
wiU move to the specific with a djsniseion 
of improved trade between Untied 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Nixon and Bresluiev Iwgan the take with 
mutual pledges to build world peace. "By 
the end of the week you'll be spealung 
Engltoh and rn be ipeakh« Russton.** the 
President told Brezhnev in a spirit of 
cooperation as they sat down tog^Qier 
undCT a portrait of George Washington in 
the President's oval office 

A report of their discussions was given 
later to newsmen bgr Ronald Zlegter, the 



White House press secretary, and Leonid 
Zan^atin, the gennal d lmdo r of Tut. 

ONE ITEM not raised was Soviet 

restrictions on the emigration of Jews and 
other minorities. Zamyatin told a reporter 
that even uking about Soviet emigration 
policies was "tantamount to interfering in 
the domestic affairs oi another country." 
Ziegler, for his part, reiterated the Nixon 
administration policy against public 
discussion of tbe emigration problem. 

Nixon and Brezhmv spent an hour alone, 
except for a translater, and then were 
joined by others, including Secr^ry of 
State William Rogers, U.S. natimial 
security adviser Henry Kissinger, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
Sovtet Ambassador Anatolyf Dobrynhi. 

' BREZHNEV arrived at the White House 

about 20 minutes late for this second round 
of summitry. Bad weather in Maryland's 
Catocttn Mountains, where he rested over 
the weekend at the PrisldeBrs lelftnt, 
caused Uie delay. 
But once the offidal arrival csrenwqy 



went off it proved to be a spectacular show. 
Both leaders aiqieared eaqr witti eadi other 
as they inspected ^e color guard on die wet 
gra^y lawn and waved to tbe crowds and 
the mHUanB watchtog on tsfavlrion nrattnd 
the world. 

Their qimiing remarks, delivered bare- 
headed under heavy Skies, rtressed desires 

for a warm relationship between the United

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court Monday 
upheld the autliority of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministratai to remove ineffective drugi firam the 

market. 

And, in ttiree related decisions, the court ap- 
peared to caution federal district judges against 
Iceeping too tight a rein on state kgbddtow in the 
touchy area of reapportionment. 

The FDA action came in 7-0 decisions in a series 
of related cases ttiat constituted a major test of the 
agency's power to deal with ineffective drugs. 

The court held: 
The FDA is the proper forum to determine if a 
drug must go through the process of proving its 
worth as a "new drug" belore judicial review, 

—Instead oi a court batlle with each brand 
name, the FDA may move administrative to 
take "me-too" drugs off the marlcet if they are 
found ineffective. The so-called "me-too" drugs 
are those wliich are marketed under approval 
granted a similar or identical drug. 

—The only exception to FDA recalls are thoie 
drugs whicii have never been regulated. 

—And, finally, the FDA may refuse a hearing 
when taking a drug off the market if the 
manufacturer fails to present any evidence that it 
meets the requimients. 

WASHINGTON — Secretary of Defense- 
designate James Schlesinger refused Monday to 
rule out resumption of U.S. bombing in North 
Vietnam. 

He said also there is "no politically suitable 
alternative" to continued U.S. bombing in Cam- 
bodia in an effort to bring an overall settlement in 
Southeast Asia, 

Schlesinger tokl the Senate Armed Services 
CSommittee at his confirmation hearing he believes 
President Nixon has constitutional authority to 
engage in warfare in Indochina, but agreed that 
Congress has the power to stop it by appropriate' 
legislation. 



SAIGON — South Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
representatives remained deadlocked in a cease- 
fire meeting Monday while ttm shooting and 

bloodshed continued. 

A helicopter of the International Commission of 
Control and Supervision was fired at near Pleiku 
over territory occupied by both the Viet Cong and 
Saigon forces. The craft was not hit and there wm 
no casualties. 

Two other peacekeeping helicopters were fired 
on Sunday near An Loc over Viet Cong-controlled 
areas. A bullet pierced a rotor blade of one craft 
but ttiere were no injuries to those idioard. 

Scattered ground skirmishes went on for the 
138th day of the original cease-fire and the fourth 
day of the renewed truce that the opposing sides 
pledged in Paris to honor. 

TOPEKA ■— Gov. Robert Docking began con- 
tracting representatives of major fuel suppliers 
Monday to solve complaints of shortages reported 
to state government on its fuel crisis "hot line." 

Jim saialfer, press secretary, said the governor 
talked Monday to officials of the Skelly Oil Co. and 
the Derby Refining Co. regarding fuel problems at 
South Haven, Caldwell, Garden Plain and Radium. 

Shaffer said the governor will begin Tuesday 
morning to contect officials of Kerr-McGee, 
Texaco, Phillips, Mobil, APCO, American 
PetotKfina and Continental Oil Co., regarding 
shortages at Republican, Elbing, Paxico, Con- 
cordia, Tribune, Chetopa, Sylvia and lola. 

Shaffer said M. L. Mattingly, South Haven, 
reported he was i^ort 20,000 gallons of gas and 
7,000 gallons of dieeel fuel urgently needed tot 
harvest.

"Itiere is a need for clear and 
meaningful savings disclosure," 
Roy said. Americans place mere 
than $40 biUion of disposable in- 
come into savings each year. This 
money ii Mved in order that 
consumers can meet sbiarMarm 
needs, Hartite stated. 

Harthe beUevea that the major 
source for consumer confusion is 
found in the use of such terms as 
"amnial percentage rate" and 
"annual percentage yield." 

"My bill makes it a requirement 
that each Mvings institution 
disclose to potential depositors its 
annual percentage rate and its 
annual per c en ta ge yield," Harthe 
said. 

Savings and tlirift are the back- 
bone of tlie American ecmiomy, 
Morse stated.

The Manhattan Poiice Department is hiring 
women to serve on pttnil diMar, bat Mt « a part of 
any official program. 

**We don't have any official program or anything 
set up, but a woman can apply for the job and if ifae't 
qualified she's given the same considaration as a 
man," Capt. Leo R^er. director at personnel for 
the Manhattan Police Department, said. "We have 
one woman patrolman on duty now and anotlMr In 
training who should be on duty around July l . " 

Ann Hosier. Manhattan's new patrolwonmn, an 11- 
yw vfleran of the department as a dispatcher and 
dot, hat been oo her new job only since Jan.l, 1973. 

"I just decided I wanted to go further in police 
work," Hosier said. "I had heard the department 

JtS^. was accepting iq^licatioiis from women, so I just

Hosier was under no illusion as to the i 
vtoek when she applied for patrol duty.

So far, the otHy effect on the morale of mm of 
the department baa been positive. 

•There's no resentment of Offlosr BiMlir at all/' 
Regier said "Everyone agrees dw's doing a won> 
derfuljob. and one of the men even told nt As was 
the best partner he'd ever had on patrat/* 

NOT CONTENT TO play a silent passive role in 
her patrol duties, Hosier has participated in several 
domestic disturbance reconciliations and has a^ 
prehended two AWOL soldiers from Ft. Riley. 

"They started to ran when they saw she was a 
woman," Regier said, **bnt she took control of the 
situation and made the arrest with no violence." 

Regier believes the peo[de of Manhattan have 
accepted Hosier completely. 

"Most pet^le are gUid to see a woman on patrol," 
Regier said. "Some women resent male officers 
talking to them and wUl more readily tidk to a 
woman. We've had no negative feedback on Officer 
Hosier from the public at all, and I think this is due in 
a large degree to the way she handles herself. 

"She's firm but polite. She can get rough if she has 
to but won't unless forced; if she is f<«-ced, she'll 
cwne on in a big way/' he added. 

Hosier agrees that the public has aCMptBd her 
with httle reservation. 

"Some of the people are a little startled and sur- 
prised when they see me, and I've heard a few sly 
remarks but 1 don't think it has been too bad/' she 
said. 

She is satisfied with her watk and plam to inako 
police work her career.

"We accept appUcations from 
everyone and with today's changing attitudes and 
life sfyles, a certain percentage of the ^[iplicants will 
Iw women. Wa dost aeliMity caonrit ttm but tkogr 
are welcwne 

"We had eight women appUeiBli last year/* 
Feaker said. For vartons ro ao on s seven were 
ineli^ble and only one was accepted. She's in 
training now. We have two woman patrolmen on the 
fnrea no w, batcoobas been sent to WicUta/* 

The one woman on patrol duty in Topeka preotOtty 
is Terry Kaelson, a grachiate of HKcfaita State 
University with a degree to sociology. Sbe lias been 
on the force since May 197S butiomoof bar ttmabos 
been spent as a dispatcfasr. 

KAELSON DOESN'T like patrol duty and wishes 

sbe could change jobs. 

'*I came on the force to wodi juvenile/' she said, 
"especially drug eases — not iriiat Fm doing now. I 
didn't want to go on the street. I don't think I'm 
prepared for the job I've been givoi; I work the 10 
p.m. to 6 a.m. shift hi a sectl<m of town witb a lot of 
bars and private clubs where a lot of fights break out 
and I've Mver recmved any selfKl^eDse training 
either at the polioe academy or irtdle I've been on 
the force." 

Public acceptance of Kaelson lias not been a 
problem for the departmmit. 

"We had no problem with the public at all/' 
Feaker said. He said w(n-king die patrolwomen in 
was pret^ easy. "We started them checking parking 
meters until people got used to seeing them . The next 
step — into the cars and onto the streets — was easy. 

"I think easing them onto the public was the only 
way this could have been liandled successfully, 
because any change that is made won't be suecessful 
if it is abrupt/' he added. 

"It's a matter of telling people sometldng will 
happen, then letting it happen. We needed to handle 
it this way to get the public to accept integrating 
women into an historiodly aU male oocupattcm." 

Kaelson has not been as readily accepted by her 
co-workers as she has been by the public. 

"^le's not wholly accepted by everymae/' Feaker 
said. "I'd be lying if I said she was. I think there's a 
definite stigma attached to her, in some of the mens' 
minds, because she is a woman. 

"In the Midwest we have a different idea of women 
— men respect wcrnien and think they should be 
more fragile and delicate. Patrol work definitely 
isn't fragile and delicate and some of the men think 
women shouldn't be allowed to do it/' Feal^r said. 

"We've tried all the way tbrough not to make any 
distinctions because she's a woman, and I think for 
the most part this has beoi a streiKth tw us," he 
said/' birt there are still some male oftcQgi not qatte 
ready to aeoept har.'*

Conrad, Skylab I's commander, {dans to climb a ladder to ttw top of 
thetdescope in his bid to retrieve film canisters with hundreds of feet of 
film showing many different facets of tbe sun's radiation. 

Smaars outside Skylab pidced up radiation from the solar flare on 
Friday, triggwing an alarm ^rstem that had been set up in the hope 
there would be flare activity during the mission. Hie astronauts im- 
mediately trained the solar tdeecope on the flare, seeking pictures that 
n^entists say may provide Dever<bef ore-available infonnatioa about the 
m^lear fusion processes on the sun. 

After the space walk, Uie crew wiU wpmd two days deactivating the 
118-foot-long space station by tumhig off electrical switdMS and 
powering down equipment. They will also make preparations fbr tbe 
Skylab 2 crew, set to be launched July 27 for a 56-day mission. 

Splashdown for the Skylab 1 astronauts is set for 9:48 a.m. EOT WStMy 
in the Pacific Ocean, 700 miles southwest of San Diefo.
